Civilians to Get Entire Winter 
Butter Output; War Stocks Ample 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP).— 
Military and other Government 
purchasing agencies have arranged 
to get out and stay out of the but- 
ter market until next March to 
permit the entire production to 
move into civilian consumption 
channels, 

This action, said War Food Ad- 
ministration officials who disclosed 
it today, should help relieve short- 
ages which have developed in some 
areas, particularly those far dis- 
tant from major producing areas, 
by making from 10 to 30 per cent 
more butter available for civilians 
than the average consumed by 
them during.the last seven months. 

They make no prediction, how- 
ever, as to possible changes in the 
ration point value for butter, 
which now is 16 points a pound 
compared with eight points last 
summer, 

The notice of the Government 
decision to remain out of the mar- 
ket until production begins to 
increase next spring has been sent 
to Congressmen who have inquired 
about recent butter shortages and 
the sharp advance in the ration 
value. 

Food officials say the Govern-|; 
ment has already bought and 
stored sufficient butter to meet 
essential military, lend-lease and 


‘| other non-civilian requirements un-

til next March. Stocks now held 
by the Government total about 200 
million pounds, accumulated dur- 
ing the last seven months under 
an order requiring manufacturers 
to set aside specified percentages 
of their output for the Govern- 
ment.

The Germans, who announced 
earlier that they had evacuated 
the peninsula, said all troops and 
supplies had been safely with- 
drawn at night under the cover 
of artificial fog and asserted they 
had killed 385,000 Russians in the 
fighting. Axis withdrawals were 
ordered Sept. 19, Berlin said. 

One German broadcast said 24 
out of 40 attacking Soviet tanks 
were wrecked in the final fight-| ™“ 
ing and contended that “the Ger- 
man Kuban army, together with 
Rumanian divisions, are fighting 
in the southern wing of the east 
front with unbroken strength.” 

The elimination of the Germans 
from the Kuban River bridgehead 
in the Caucasus ended the last 
German threat to Soviet oil re- 
serves——a threat, however, that has 
been academic since the victory in 
Stalingrad last winter. Neverthe- 
less the Germans have been forced 
back and now the Crimean penin- 
sula with its Black Sea naval base 
of Sevastopol is laid open for a 
Soviet attack from the east. 

Its capture would be a double 
victory for Petrov, who led the 
defense of Sevasttopol before its 
fail a little more than a year ago.

That 
memorandum, except for minor 
changes in transitional phrases, 
and a fervid peroration which 
closes the Miller speech, is the yet- 
to-be-delivered Miller ‘oration. 

Congressman Miller, reached by 
telephone in Washington, told this 
reporter he had never seen the 
Queeny memorandum and never 
heard anything about it until it 
was mentioned by the reporter. 
Asked the source material of his 
speech, Miller said he had con- 
sulted books and periodicals and 
the Library of Congress.

Substitution of a la Carte 
for Table. d’Hote, Re- 
duction in Quantity For- 
bidden. 


Hotels, restaurants and other 
places serving food in St. Louis, 
St. Louis County and 59 other 
Eastern and Central Missouri 
counties will be required, begin- 
ning Oct, 25, to roll back their 
prices to the levels of the week of 
last April 4-10. 

William’ H. Bryan, district di- 
rector of the Office of Price Ad- 
ministration, made this announce- 
ment yesterday, following many 
complaints of “unprecedented and 
universal increase” in the cost of 
food served in eating and drinking 
establishments. 

The seven-day period in April 

was chosen, the OPA office said 
yesterday, because prices then 
charged were considered to repre- 
sent ‘a fair cost to the consumer 
and a fair return to the eating 
places; also because the prices of 
t time are a matter of record. 
In that week, this year, all eating 
and drinking establishments were 
required to file price lists or 
menus with the War Price and 
Rationing Boards. 
K. Burlen, district price 
said wartime shifts of 
popr tion | had caused increased 
demands on public eating places, 
and that restrictions had made it 
ifficult to open new -eatablish- 
ts. These factors, he said, 
with increased cost of food prod- 
ucts, have exerted an upward 
pressure on restaurant prices, — 

No Table d’Hote Discontinuance. 

“In some cases,” he said, “the 
price of a meal or of a food item 
has been increased; in others, the 
size of portions has been reduced 
or the quality lowered. Or table 
d’hote meals have been discon- 
tinued, and prices have been put 
on an a la carte basis, increasing 
the customer's check. 

“All such practices would be con- 
sidered evasions of the order. oO 
restaurant will be permitted to dis- 
continue table de’hote meals if it 
served them in the base period of 
April 410.” 

Increase of cover or minimum 
charge is also prohibited by the 
new regulation, Records of base 
period prices must be kept for 
examination, the lowest ‘price-line 
meals must not be discontinued, 
and maximum prices must remain 
unchanged when an establishment 
changes hands.

The Arlee street shipyard, which 
was constructed in 1942 for the 
production of tank lariding ships 
for the Navy and closed last Octo- 
ber when material shortages 
caused cancellation of the con- 
tract, has been reopened and soon 
will be producing ocean-going tugs 
— the Navy. 

The new contract, estimated at 
more than $10,000,000, is held by 
the St. Louis Shipbuilding & Steel 
Co. That company set up a sub- 
sidiary—the Missouri Shipbuilding 
Corporation— which originally es- 
tablished the yard last year on the 
contract that was dissolved before 
production of ships began. © The 
yard, covering many acres, is in 
Lemay, near Jefferson Barracks. 

Lt. Comdr. Milton K. Arenberg, 
naval officer in charge of the proj- 
ect, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday that the magnitude of 
the contract “will insure a high 
production rate for a very consid- 
erable length of time.” 

Preliminary work already has 
started at the yards, but actual 
production will not get under way 
until after the arrival of Comdr. 
Arenberg’s naval administrative 
staff next week. Tugs assembled 
at the yards, it is understood, will 
be floated down the Mississippi 
River to New Orleans for commis- 
sioning and assignment. 

Arenberg said free 
schools had been established at 
the yard in connection with the 
new project so that workers not 
fully skilled in ship construction 
could be conveniently trained.

' “While the utterances of God as 
recorded in the Bible are ever the 
need of mankind, it is in war, and 
particularly in the present war, 
with its issues of humanity and 
morality that their essential pres- 
ence is felt. On this front, I am 
happy to report, this thought is 
foremost among our men. Our ob- 
jective is total victory, not only 
victory by arms, but victory also 


for America’s ideals. And, with the 
help of God in this figth for right, 
which help our men are ever and 
devotedly seeking, this victory is 
assured. 

“To this end, then, I, together 
with the men of my command, de- 
sire to join you in the ceremonies 
of National Bible Week, so that, 
remembering the principles for 
which we fight, the ultimate vic- 
tory may come, and with it, peace 
with justice.” 

Publishing houses reported a 
shortage of Bibles resulting from 
lack of sufficient paper to meet 
demands for the books.

Hotels, restaurants and other 
places serving food in St. Louis, 
St. Louis County and 64 other 
Eastern and Central Missouri 
counties will be required, begin- 
ning Oct. 25, to roll back ‘their 
prices to the levels of the week of 
last April 4-10. 

William H, Bryan, district di- 
rector of the Office of Price Ad- 


ministration, made this announce- 
ment yesterday, following many 
complaints of “unprecedented and 
universal increase” in the cost of 
food served in eating and drinking 
establishments. 

The seven-day period in April 
was chosen, the OPA office said 
yesterday, because prices then 
charged were considered to repre- 
sent a fair cost to the consumer 
and a fair return to the eating 
places; also because the prices of 
that time are a matter of record. 
In that week, this year, all eating 
and drinking establishments were 
required to file price lists or 
menus with the War Price and 
Rationing Boards, 

William K. Burlen, district price 
executive, said wartime shifts of 
population had caused increased 
demands on public eating places, 
and that restrictions had made it 
difficult to open new. establish- 
ments. These factors, he said, 
with increased cost of food. prod- 
ucts, have exerted an upward 
pressure on restaurant prices. 

No Table d’Hote Discontinuance, 

“In some cases,” he said, “the 
price of a meal or of a food item 
has been increased; in others, the 
size of portions has been reduced 
or the quality lowered. Or table 
d’hote meals have been discon- 
tinued, and prices have been put 
on an a la carte basis, increasing 
the customer’s check. 

“All such practices would be con- 
sidered evasions of the order. No 
restaurant will be permitted to dis- 
continue table d’hote meals if it 
served them in the base period of 
April 4-10.” 

Increase of cover or minimum 
charge is also prohibited by the 
new regulation. Records of base 
period prices must be kept for 
examination, the lowest price-line 
meals must not be discontinued,

10 of Norwegian Tanker Crew Died

LONDON, Oct. 10 (Sunday) 
(AP).—Nine seamen from a Nor- 
wegian tanker which was torpe- 
doed by a Japanese raider sailed 
and rowed a lifeboat more than 
2800 miles across the Indian Ocean 
in a 30-day voyage, the Norwegian 
Government reported today. 

Nineteen men started the voy- 
age after the raider sank their ship 
six days out of an Australian port. 
Ten died of wounds from shell 
splinters and from exhaustion dur- 
ing the trip, the Captain said. 

On the eighteenth day, after four 
had died, the boat capsized in a 
rough sea but the men managed to 
cling to the craft and right it. 

During the next 12 days six more 
died but on the thirtieth day land 
was sighted. It proved to be Mada- 
gascar.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP).— 
In point of vessels sunk and dam- 
aged, the Nazis lost the fight last 
month between a westbound Allied 
convoy in the North Atlantic and 
a big pack of U-boats, the British 
and American governments report- 
ed tonight. 

Three escort vessels and a “small 
number of merchant ships were 
sunk,” the joint statement said, 
but a “larger number of U-boats 
were sunk or damaged” in the 
four-and-a-half-day battle by sur- 
facé and air. escorts of the convoy. 

The information was contained 
in the second joint report by 
President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churthill on the results 
of the antisubmarine campaign. 

It said that until the third week 
in September, when the big U-boat 
pack attacked, no Allied ship was 
lost during the month to U-boat 
attack. The “average merchant- 
ship losses from all causes in 
September and August together 
are the best record of the war,” 
the statement said, but immediate- 
ly added the warning that: 

“This resumption of pack tac- 
tics is evidence of the enemy’s 
intention to spare no efforts to 
turn the tide of the U-boat war, 
and the utmost exertion and vigi- 


jlance will be required before its 


menace is finally removed.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 9 (AP).— 
Total victory by arms and for 


America’s ideals, “with the help of 
God,” is assured, Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower, commander-in-chief of 
Allied Forces in North Africa, de- 
clared today. 

In a statement released here by 
Howard Chandler Christy, chair- 
man of the Laymen’s National 
Committee, sponsors of National 
Bible Week, Oct. 11 to 17, Gen. 
Eisenhower said: 

“It is truly gratifying to know 
that the peoples of the United 
States are setting aside a week to 
honor the book which is our ‘daily 
bread,’ the ‘Word of God.’ 

“While the utterances of God as 
recorded in the Bible are ever the 
need of mankind, it is in war, and 
particularly in the present war, 
with its issues of humanity and 
morality that their essential pres- 
ence is felt. On this front, I am 
happy to report, this thought is 
foremost among our men. Our ob- 
jective is total victory, not only 
victory by arms, but victory also 


for America’s ideals. And, with the 
help of God in this fight for right,

Counting the bag of 142 fighters 
knocked down on the Bremen and 
Vegesack raids Friday, the big 
bombers have shot down 233 in 
the last two days. 

Commenting on the two-day op- 
erations by British-based aircraft, 
Brig. Gen. Fred L. Anderson, 
bomber wing commander of the 
Eighth Air Force, said last night 
that they “must have demonstrat- 
ed to every German that no corner 
of his fatherland is safe from 
heavy bombardment.” 

The Deutschlandsender, main 
radio station in the Berlin area, 
fell silent last night along with 
transmitters in Breslau, Germany; 
Kalundborg, Denmark, and Bratis- 
lava, Slovakia, indicating that the 
Royal Air Force night shift was 
keeping up the rolling attack now 
going into its twelfth day. 

In their spectacular penetration 
American bombers yesterday 
dropped their loads approximately 
450 miles from the active front 
line in Russia, offering direct sup- 
port to the Soviet army on the 
eastern front, and completing the 
Allied aerial vise closing on Ger- 
many.

Nazi Fighter Opposition. 


The formations attacking Gdynia 
and Danzig encountered little ene- 
my opposition over those targets, 
one group completing its bombing 
run and returning as far as the 
North Sea before meeting a small 
group of Messerschmitt-110s which 
were beaten off in short order, re 
turning crewmen reported,

The Danzig raid involved a flight 
of approximately 1,800 miles. The 
city had been raided twice by the 
Royal Air Force and three times 
by the Russians. The R. A. 
first hit the city in November, 1940, 
and several squadrons of Lan- 
casters raided the submarine yards 
in July, 1942. 

The American heavy bomber at- 
tack was one of the most signifi- 
cant aerial feats of the war, eclips- 
ing in daring even the 1800-mile 
round trip from Britain to Trond- 
heim, Norway, last July and the 
more recent raid over a similar 
distance by American  heavies 
based'in North Africa which blast- 
ed Munich. , 

Help for Russians. 

By blazing an aerial pathway 
into the’ Nazis’ eastern territory — 
where the Germans supposedly 
have shifted many factories from 
bomb-shattered western cities — 
the Americans showed the way for 
much closer co-ordination between 
British and American air power 
and the great Russian ground of- 
fensive in the East. 

Witih precision clockwork, the 
“air terror’ Germany originated 
and now must encounter, has been 
crumbling the Reich’s western cit- 
ies one by one, with night and 
day punches driven home with but 
few pauses for the last two weelas. 
The R. A, F. itself has delivered 


concentrated attacks on major cit- 


ies on six of the last eight nights. 

Friday night’s major R. A. F. blow 
was aimed at Hanover, and was 
the third on that city in three 
weeks, while Bremen was hit by a 
smaller force. At noon yesterday 
fires were still burning at Han- 
over when Allied reconnaissance 
craft flew over the city. The Ger- 
mans announced “considerable 
damage” at Hanover. 

The R. A. F. lost 30 bombers 
from Friday night's operations, one 
previously reported missing turn- 
ing up during the day. 

The American raid on Bremen 
Friday was made against very 
heavy Nazi fighter resistance and 
cost the Eighth Air Force 30 of its 
Flying Fortresses and Liberators. 
However, the American bombers 
with the help of escorting Thun- 
derbolts shot down 142 enemy 
planes and damaged many more. 
Three Thunderbolts were lost. 

Among the American flyers on 
the Bremen raid was Flying Of- 
ficer Ralph Hofer, 22 years old, of 
Salem, Mo., who was on his first 
combat mission. He shot down 
an ME-109.

There was bitter fighting 
these renewed drives to seize 
two ports, and in the interior 
Yugoslavia the partisans repo 
they had surrounded the Germah 
garrison at Ogulin, 22 miles inland, 
and destroyed the largest bridge on 
the railway from Ogulin to Kar- 
lovac and Zagreb. 


Two-Way Aerial Assault. 

The southern ramparts of the 
Hitler-ruled Balkans again were 
brought under two-ply aerial as- 
sault with powerful fleets of the 
Northwest African Air Force 
striking at airfields in Greece, 
Crete and the Dodecanese, joined 
by Royal Air Force planes of the 
Middle East command bombing 
Heraklion in Crete and Calato in 
Rhodes. 


Flying from North Africa and 


iItaly, Allied heavy and medium 


bombers struck Elevsis, near Ath- 
ens, and Heraklon, in Crete, Fri- 
day, and Liberators pounded Kas- 
teli in Crete and Maritza in 
Rhodes on Thursday. 

The raids on Crete and Rhodes 
were the first to be made on these 
German-held islands by Northwest 
African Air Force units. Part of 
the expansion of their activities 
farther eastward is due to an 
absorption of some squadrons and 
bases formerly under the Middle 
East command, ; 


American Mitchells and Light- 
nings based in Italy carried out 
yesterday’s raid on Elevsis, de- 
stroying many enemy planes 
parked on the air field. Twenty 
enemy fighters got into the air 
to challenge the attackers. The 
bombers downed three of them 
and the fighters accounted for two 
others. 


Four-engined Liberators hit gas- 
oline and ammunition dumps and 
destroyed runways in the attack 
on Heraklion yesterday. In their 
operations over Crete and Rhodes 
the previous day, the Liberators 
met no enemy fighters and blasted 
runways, dispersal areas and 
hangars at Kasteli and Maritza. 

Lightnings made their first ap- 
pearance over the Aegean, sweep- 
ing over the sea on patrol, but had

No Word From Cos. 


There was no further word by 
the British on the fighting on the 
Dodecanese island of Cos, invaded 
by the Germans a week ago.

Gunners Bag 5 Nazis as

A UNITED STATES BOMBER 
STATION IN ENGLAND, Oct. 9 
(AP).—Crewmen of a Flying Fort- 
ress piloted by Lt. E. G. Stork of 
South Ozone Park, Long Island, N.

It was a new record for such 
flying and was set by the plane on 
its first mission; How the Fortress 
ever got home was something of a 
miracle since the only surviving 
motor also had flak in it and the 
crew's oxygen supply was shot out 
over the target. 

Stork, who was a locomotive fire- 
man back home, feathered two pro- 
the 
third and the Fortress wobbled all 
the way home. (Feathering a pro- 
peller means setting its blades at 
an angle which will reduce its re- 
sistance to the air, thereby reliev- 
ing drag on the plane.) 

“A hen house full of flak hit the 
Fort just after we had dumped our 
bombs,” Stork related. “The plane 
was forced to drop rapidly while 
Nazi fighters swarmed around it. 

“Some say a Fort won't fly that 
far on one engine,” Stork said. “We 
are here to say different.” 

Stork’s gunners shot down five 
Nazi fighters while escaping. One 
was destroyed by Staff Sgt. P. M. 
Caveny, ball turret gunner, of 
Springfield, Ill. 

Lt. John J. Gibbons of Philadel- 
phia, the navigator, was wounded 
in the cheek by a flak fragment.

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CHANGES IN FOREIGN POLICY 
LIKELY OVER TOUR REPORT 


Delay in Postwar Stand, Lend-Lease Re- 
vision, Insistence on Sharing of World 
Relief Burden Probable. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP).— 
The off-the-record report of the 
war the Senate received this week 
from five of its members has start- 
ed the ball rolling on what may 
be far-reaching changes in this na- 
tion’s dealings with its allies and 
the peoples of reconquered lands. 

Even military strategy, which 
remains a matter for the high com- 
mand, may feel the weight of leg- 
islative pressure as a result of 
the critical summary of the war’s 
conduct given their colleagues by 
Senators Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
Chandler (Dem.), Kentucky, Mead 
(Dem.), New York, Lodge (Rep.), 
Massachusetts and Brewster 
(Rep.), Maine. 


Possible Early Results. 


The effect. of their version of a 
40,000-mile trip to the world’s bat- 
tlefields, delivered in two closed- 
door sessions, seems likely to be 
translated into these early results: 

1. Strengthened opposition to 
any declaration of foreign policy 
that makes specific commitments 
in advance of a statement of post- 
war intentions by Britain and Rus- 
sia. 

2. Revision of lend-lease opera- 
tions to prevent other countries 
(notably Britain) from obtaining 
credit for furnishing supplies 
which originate in the United 
States. Along with this is prom- 
ised a check on the charge-backs 
made by other nations as reverse 
lend-lease. 

3. Increased demand by Con- 
gress that other countries share 
fully in relief and rehabilitation 
and that American agencies not 
promise postwar benefits that the 
United States may have difficulty 
delivering. 

4. A developing contention that 
this country must maintain mill- 
tary bases far from this continent 
for its future security, as well as 
have military and commercial ac- 
cess to airports we are building 
everywhere. 

There are other changes which 
many in Congress would like to 
see made and some which already 


are under way. In the former cat- 
egory lies the suggestion of the 
five Senators for strengthening the 
diplomatic corps and advancing 
members in rank. As an instance 
of the latter, the Administration 
already has begun a readjustment 
to equalize the drain on British 
and American supplies of petrol- 
eum. 

Dissatisfied on Pacific Drive. 

Military strategy naturally will 
be less affected by the report, but 
even the military leaders cannot 
disregard wholly the general dis- 
satisfaction with which the five 
viewed the slow progress of the 
war in the Pacific. This does not 
mean, Of course, that the high 
command will adopt the strategy 
suggested by Chandler to try to 
“bomb out” Germany while we 
turn the full power of our offen- 
sive on the Japanese. 

But outside of the strictly mili- 
tary field, the Senate has some- 
thing it can sink its legislative 
teeth into and its mood is far 
from conciliatory. 

Administration leaders are sorry 
that the trip ever was made be- 
cause it spells trouble for them 
and they feel it is likely to have 
a bad reaction on relations with 
our allies. As one of them said: 
“Nothing but harm can come out 
of this thing.” 

Gunning for Some Agencies. 

Many anti-Administration mem- 
bers, however, think the criticisms 
made by the Senators who saw 
behind-the-lines operations every- 
where except Russia are going to 
furnish them with dynamite to 
blast some agencies for which they 
have been gunning a long time.

Australians 45 Miles 
From Japs’ New Guinea

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Oct. 10 (Sunday) (AP).— Allied 
airmen had the better of an ex- 
change of moderately heavy blows 
in the Southwest Pacific during 
the last 48 hours, while aground 
Australian troops fanned out in 
the Ramu valley of New Guinea to 
consolidate newly gained positions 
on a march toward Madang. 

Adm. William F. Halsey’s South 
Pacific command reported no ad- 
ditional Japanese attempts to with- 
draw from the Central Solomons 
since an enemy naval task force 
was defeated by American war- 
ships the night of Oct. 6 off Vella 
Lavella while bound for evacuation 
of troops from that island. One 
large enemy ship, either a light 
cruiser or destroyer, and two and 
possibly three other destroyers 
were sunk by the Americans. 

Neither was there any report of 
expected: American landings on 
Kolombangara, but reports indi- 
cated some survivors of the re- 
peatedly bombed enemy troops 
there had escaped by small craft 
during the last two weeks. 

(A Japanese Imperial Headquar- 
ters communique said the evacua- 
tion of both Kolombangara and 
Vella Lavella had been completed.) 

Belated reports from the South 
Pacific described a heavy raid a 
few hours prior to the naval hat- 
tle by American Liberators and 
Lightnings on the Japanese air- 
drome of Kahill on Bougainville, 
The Liberators went in low to 
bomb gun positions and grounded 
air craft at night. The enemy sent 
up no fighters but ground bat- 
teries downed three of the raiders.

LONG-RANGE SET-UP 
CALLED ‘PREMATURE’ 


Louis E. Miller of St. Louis. 


Oct. 6, 1943. 

My dear Ed: 

Your letter of Sept.’ 29 has just 
been called to my attention on my 
return to the office. Its attached 
memorandum made _ interesting 
reading. It is of course always a 
futile thing for two men to en- 
gage in a dispute over®the refine- 
ments of a personal conversation. 
However, here is my recollection 
of what I said to you over the 
‘phone when we first talked about 
the questionnaire, 


I said to you that the questions 
were so ambiguous as to defy un- 
derstanding, and cited as one 
among other examples, the phrase 
supra-national state, which obvi- 
‘ously is such a vague term ag to 
require definition. I said I would 
be delighted to sit down with the 
group who had signed the ques- 
tionnaire and discuss the points in 
an informal manner to try to de- 
termine what they really had in 
mind and also to determine as far 
as possible the difference between 
my views and theirs, I said that 
thereafter, if I decided to seek the 
Republican nomination ‘for the 
Presidency, I would discuss all 
such differences of view in various 
articles and public talks. 


Like High School Debate. 


I, of course, have no way of de- 
termining whether the various 
quotations you give from news- 
paper reports appeared or not. I 
assume, however, you would not 
quote them unless they were cor- 
rect. Some of them do and some 
of them do not represent my 
views. Naturally your quotations 
from “One World” are. correct 
Your selecting from a dictionary 
one definition rather than another 
as the final arbiter of a man’s 
meaning is of course your privi- 
lege. But I confess I was a little 
surprised remembering, as I am 
sure you do, how that method was 
used when we were boys in high 
school debate by those who wished 
to confuse an issue. 

All the last part of your letter 
is in the best manner of the ad- 
ministration when it wishes to 
make a doubtful point. As a mat- 
ter of fact, it has always been a 
wonder to me how the administra- 
tion, by playing on the counter- 
suggestible nature of its opponents, 
has been able to put their thinking 
in reverse. How by advocating one 
thing it can make its opponents 
almost automatically advocate the 
opposite. And how, beyond that, it 
can cause one such as you who is 
well Known as a bitter opponent of 
almost every detail of its policies 
and programs, adopt even its 
methods of political argument. 

For example, how many times 
have you heard the administration 
say: the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States believes so and 
so, Mr. Queeny is a member of 
the Chamber of Commerce, There- 
fore, Mr. Queeny believes so and 
so, Or to extend its method one 
step further as it frequently did in 
its period of business baiting be- 
fore it began momentarily to pat 
industrialists and financiers on the 
back for political purposes: Mr. X. 
is a member of the Chamber of 
Commerce and Mr. Queeny is a 
member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Mr. X. believes so and so. 
Therefore Mr. Queeny believes the 
same, 


‘Patently Absurd Method.’ 


Or its even more patently ab- 
surd method in your own field: Mr. 
Queeny is a director of the Mer- 
cantile-Commerce Bank & Trust 
Co. of St. Louis; he has 20 fellow 
directors. Mr, Queeny is also di- 
rectors of other corporations, and 
of many public institutions, hos- 
pitals, libraries, etc., as are also 
Mr. Queeny’s fellow directors of 
the Mercantile-Commerce Bank & 
Trust Co. Therefore, Mr. Queeny’s 
fellow directors and all their mul- 
tiple fellow directors, lawyers and 
principal employes believe the 
same on every economic, social, po- 
litical question as does Mr. Queeny. 

The Administration even carries 
the technique further as you do in 
your letter. For instance, it associ- 
ates one’s name with names of men 
prominent in the financial or busi- 
ness world, a connection which is 
therefore presumed to have politi- 
cal disadvantages, even though one 
does not have relationship with the 
prominent men even as tenuous as 
a fellow directorship. It is interest- 
ing that you once more follow the 
Administration’s footsteps in apply- 
ing this method to me and Mr. 

The Administra- 
tion used it when I was in business 
and has continued to use it since I 
have been in politics, The facts are

Resignations of the chairman 
and a member of the Metropolitan 
St. Louis Public Works Plan As- 
sociation over differences with a 
majority of the members on the 
policy the group should follow be- 
came known yesterday. 

E. E. Pershall, chairman of the 
board of T. J. Moss Tie Co., who 
resigned as ¢hairman of the asso- 
ciation, and Roy Jablonsky, St. 
Louis County Highway Engineer, 
who resigned from the association, 
opposed the transformation of a 
Public Works Plan Committee, 
originally appointed by the late 
Mayor William Dee Becker, into an 
association, since they feared the 
primary purpose of the group— 
planning public works projects for | 
the immediate postwar period— 
would be subordinated to a long- 
range program. 

The 32 members of the associa- 
tion were appointed by Mayor 
Becker last July 22, and the group 
adopted a constitution and by-laws 
at its last meeting, Sept. 22. 

Pershall Explains Views. 

Pershall told the Post-Dispatch 
he thought the idea of a perma- 
nent association was “premature, 
ill-timed, and impractical.” He said 
he was appointed by Mayor Becker 
to serve as chairman of a com- 
mittee, not a formal association, 
and believed the group should 
continue, at least for the present, 
on a temporary committee basis. 

“It was my idea,” he said, “that 
we would work on an exploratory 
basis so far as the matter of set- 
ting up a permanent association is 
concerned. I have no fixed ideas 
on what the long-range postwar 
needs are going to be, nor who 
should plan for them. It was my 
idea that aur primary job was not 
the formation of an association, 
but getting things going in the 
immediate postwar period.” 

Third Member May Quit. 

The constitution was drawn by 
a committee headed by Girard 
Cc. Varnum, president of the St. 
Louis County Chamber of Com- 
merce and a vice-chairman of the 
association. He told the Post- 
Dispatch it was not intended that 
it be adopted at this time, but 
should be studied by the members 
for possible adoption after the 
immediate- postwar planning was 
completed. He asserted no move 
to begin the planning had been 
made, and said he would be forced 
to quit the association also unless 
such steps are taken “quickly.” 

The other two vice-chairmen of 
the association, George O. Car- 
penter and B. C. McCurdy, dis- 
agreed with these views. They 
conceded that the purpose of set- 
ting up an association was to plan 
a long-range program, but insisted 
that its first work would be to get 
jobs ready for men needing them 
at the end of the war. The asso- 
ciation will meet at Hotel May- 
fair Wednesday noon to name a 
new chairman. 

Charles H. Ellaby, president of 
the Board of Public Service and 
secretary of the association, told 
the Post-Dispatch he considered it 
“obvious” the group should be’ in- 
terested in long-term planning, but 
that its “first and immediate job, 
of course, concerns postwar proj- 
ects.” 

“Our policy has been clearly set 
out in public meetings,” Ellaby 
said. “It was intended that this 
association grow and become an 
arbiter for public and quasi-public 
works in St. Clair and Madison 
Counties on the East Side, and in 
St. Louis, St. Louis County and St. 
Charles County. This is essential 
to orderly, complete development 
of the St. Louis metropolitan area. 
I think our discussions have shown 
we are intent on this alone.” 


PLOESER TO GIVE MOVIES TIME 
TO BAR PROPAGANDA FILMS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP).— 
Representative Ploeser (Rep.), Mis- 
souri, delayed action on his pro- 
posal for a House investigation of | 
propaganda films tonight to give 
movie companies a chance to 
“work out a voluntary plan for 
banning all propaganda programs 
from the screen.” 

Ploeser made. his announcement 
after a conference with Will Hays 
of the film industry who, he said, 
would take up a voluntary plan 
with associates. 

Ploeser proposed the investiga- 
tion Tuesday with an assertion 
that one newsreel, then ready for 
release, would picture Mrs. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt as classing “Japs 
and Republicang as common ene- 
Mies.” He also charged a major 
film company “went out of its 
way” to give President Roosevelt 
credit for boosting the pay of serv- 
ice men “when actually administra- 
tion lobbyists fought the legisla- 
tion.” 

Ploeser said he would renew his 
demand for a propaganda investi- 
gation if film companies fail to 
work out a voluntary control plan 
within a reasonable time.

Willkie’s reply goes on to chide 
Queeny for adopting a tactic 
which, he said, the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration had employed—by ad- 
vocating one cause, seem to make 
its opponents advocate the oppo- 
site. Here Willkie brought up the 
Queeny-Miller reference to Will- 
kie’s relationship with Freedom 
House, and the relationship of 
Freedom House directors, other 
than Willkie, to Clarence Streit’s 
“Federal Union Now” program. 

On this point there was a minor 
variation in the expressions used 
by Queeny and Miller. The Con- 
gressman in the text of his speech 
as released by the Missouri Repub- 
lican Committee, said he was re- 
minded of the truism, “A man is 
judged by the company he keeps.” 
Queeny was reminded of another 
truism: “If you live with a lame 
person you soon will learn to limp.” 

Oddly, in the Congressman’s 
text, as given out by his office in 
Washington, the adage was ex- 
pressed in the same language as 
that employed in the Queeny 
memorandum. 

“For example,” Willkie, asked, 
“how many times have you heard 
the administration say: The Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United 
States believes so and so. Mr. 
Queeny is a member of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, therefore, Mr. 
Queeny believes so and so?” 

Miller-Queeny Similarities. 

It was this line of reasoning, 
Willkie indicated, that brought 
Queeny to beliéve that Willkie as- 
sociated with those who would 
“mortify the Stars and Stripes and 
exchange the Declaration of In- 
dependence for a Declaration of 
Interdependence.” Congressman 
Miller, curiously, arrived at virtu- 
ally the same conclusion except 
for the first word of the quotation, 
which appears in the Miller text 
as “modify.” 

Similarly, the Queeny memoran- 
dum, in a passing complimentary 
reference to Willkie as a great 
American, says that “in the best

POINT-A-LA-HACHE, La., Oct. 
9 (AP).—Gov, Sam Jones, invoking 
martial law, dethroned his bitter 
political enemy, District Attorney 
Leander H. Perez, at the Plaque- 
mines Parish courthouse here to- 
day and set up a temporary mili- 
tary rule under the commander of 
the State Guard, Brig. Gen. Thom- 
as Porter. : 

Jones issued a proclamation of 
martial law effective at 12:01 a. m. 
and with the use of about 600 
State troopers removed Dr, Ben R. 
Slater from the sheriff's office and 
placed there his own appointee, 
Walter J. Blaize. 

The move was carried out with 
such strength and precision that 
armed resistance to Blaize which 
had existed in the parish for four 
months. was swept aside and the 
guard was not forced to fire a shot. 

The Governor's proclamation de- 
clared that martial law was in- 
voked “to suppress insurrection 
and rebellion against law and or- 
der” in Plaquemines. Parish and to 
install Blaize in office and keep 
him from being interfered with 
“while lawfully performing” his 
duties. 

The State Guard convoy required 
approximately five hours to ne- 
gotiate the 40 miles from New 
Orleans to this little river town by 
winding levee road. 

It was held up twice by obsta- 
cles, first near the home of Perez 
at Braithwaite where a barricade 
of three trucks had to be moved 
from the road and then one mile 
outside of Point-a-la-Hache where 
a pile of oyster shells was fired 
with oil on the road. 

The troops were carried in 31 
trucks, fully equipped for action 
and with machine guns mounted. 
The only shots fired were some 
stray bullets in the accidental dis- 
charge of a machine gun at the 
truck barricade.

75 deputies were massed but the 
deputies retreated and scattered 
without giving fight.

STRIKE TIES UP 
WAR MATERIAL 


2250 Tons of Freight Piled 


Up at Nashville, Tenn. 
—350 St. Louis Carriers 
Reported Idle. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Oct. 9 (AP). 
—Charles A. McLean Jr., district 
manager of the Office of Defense 
Transportation, said today that 


2250 tons of freight were tied up 
here because of the four-day-old 
walkout of truck drivers, 
also has cross-country freight piled 
up in many southern cities. 

McLean estimated that about 75 
per cent of the freight piled up 
was war material. 

In addition * Nashville, prine!- 
pal walkouts were reported in 
Birmingham and Memphis while 
Atlanta and New Orleans opera- 
tors reported major lines tied up 
because of the situation in other 
cities. Approximately 350 trucks 
of several St. Louis firms were 
reported among those idle. 

In Birmingham H. O. Harrison, 
assistant business agent for the 
AFL Teamsters Union, said’ rep- 
resentatives of more than 500 idle 
truck drivers and helpers met this 
afternoon and after a two-hour 
session voted against going back 
to work. He quoted the drivers 
as saying “we aren’t going back 
until the situation is cleared up.” 

Another meeting is scheduled for 
tomorrow. 

WLB Tardiness Charged. 

Somé 1900 union truck drivers 
and helpers are idle in what both 
their leaders and employer spokes- 
men said was a protest against 
“tardiness of the War Labor 
Board in taking action” on long- 
pending negotiations for increased 
wages and longer/vacations, The 
strike is unauthorized, various 
union spokesmen said. 

The drivers are members of lo- 
cals of the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters, Chauffeurs and 
Warehousemen. 

A “satisfactory” response to an 
ultimatum that drivers return to 
work or lose their seniority was 
received by an operators’ commit- 
tee, a spokesman said after a 
meeting today. While many of the 
drivers reported for work this 
morning, they were not sent out 
“in view of the uncertainty of the 
situation,” the spokesman said. 

The Army had not used its 
trucks late today to move any ma- 
terials, although Maj. E. J. Ben- 
nett, of the Army Air Forces In- 
dustrial Relations Section, an- 
nounced yesterday Army trucks 
would be used to keep the freight 
moving. 

Army Goods “Abandoned.” 

Several trucks of Army materials 
had been “abandoned” at various 
terminals by striking drivers in 
Atlanta, an authority said, adding 
prompt steps were taken to get the 
goods moving again. The Army 
also took steps to move goods by 
other transportation means, 

The Army’s Fourth Service Com- 
mand headquarters in Atlanta an- 
nounced that Robert Borden, inter- 
national representative of the un- 
jon, had agreed to make every ef- 
fort to move war materials tied up 
by the strike. 

The Fourth Service statement 
said local army: officers would 
identify “freight dispatched for 
war purposes. Upon verification 
that any load is Government 
freight, business agents (union) 
will call upon truck drivers to 
move it to its destination.” 

The Army Said it had no interest 
in the strike, which was a matter 
for the companies, drivers and lo- 
cal officials to solve. 

The War Labor Board in Wash- 
ington asked Daniel J. Tobin, pres- 
ident of the union, to “co-operate 
in terminating” the strike. <A 
spokesman for the board said it 
was now nearing a decision on the 
drivers’ demands, 


St. Louls Truckmen Not Striking, 
Companies Affected. 
Although St, Louis truckmen 
have not joined the southeastern 
trucking strike, those who have 
driven to Ohio River points have 
not been permitted to return, a 


spokesman for a St. Louis truck | 


company said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. 

The three pompenss here direct- 
ly affected by the strike are the 
Wilson Truck Co. Inc., Service 
Lines Inc., and Hoover Motor Ex- 
press Co. Inc. 

James Ford, president of Local 
600, AFL Teamsters’ Union, &t. 
Louis, announced that he instruct- 
ed drivers to “keep rolling” regard- 
lesa of the strike. 

Southeastern Motor Lines Inc. 
of St. Louis, which has its regular 
terminals in cities not affected by 
the strike, is sending some freight 
into Louisville, but is not taking 
‘any freight out of that place. 
“We're afraid our men and trucks 
might get hurt,” Richard W. Mann, 
general menager, said. 

A critical shortage of qualified 
intercity truck drivers in the St. 
Louis area is interfering with 
transportation of vital war mate- 
rials and foodstuffs, A. D. Mason, 
director of the motor transport 
division of the Office of Defense 
Transportation, declared yester- 
day. 
Failure of trucking concerns to 
request deferment of essential 
urivers from military service is 
largely to blame for this situation, 
Mason charged, asserting that ‘90 
per cent of the truck owners have 
failed to file with draft boards 
their replacement schedules, with 
the result that essential drivers 
have been inducted.” 

In August, he continued, 393 
truck days were lost because of 
lack of drivers. Draft boards will 
defer essential drivers for six- 
month periods on request of em- 
ployers.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP).— 


Eight Government agencies, the 
Red Cross and civic leaders of 
every town in the country will 
have a hand in returning war vet- 
erans to civilian jobs and life. 

A re-employment bulletin issued 
today by Selective Service an- 
nounced plans to assign to every 
local draft board a re-employment 
committeeman who 
veteran’s “personal representative, 
agent, and adviser” in returning 
him to his old job. 

In addition, the bulletin an- 
nounced creation of a national 
clearing house committee, consist- 
ing of representatives from 15 or- 
ganizations, and said that state 
and -local committees now were 
being organized. 

The function of loca' committees 
will be “to handle, as community 
problems, all re-employment cases 
that cannot be adjusted by the re- 
employment committeemen” at- 
tached to the draft boards. — 


List of Organizations. 


The local committees will be 
composed of persons from the 15 
organizations represented on the 
national committee and from any 
other groups that can help with 
the task. The 15 organizations are: 
American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, American Federation of La- 
bor, American Iron and Steel In- 
stitute, American Legion, Congress 
of Industrial Organizations, Dis- 
abled American Veterans, Kiwanis 
International, Lions International, 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers, National Exchange (lub. 
National Grange, Rotary Interna- 
toinal, U. S. Chamber of Com- 
merce, U. S. Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, and Veterans of For- 
eign Wars. 

The Railway Labor Executives 
Association also was invited, and 
its acceptance is pending. 

Each honorably-discharged vet- 
eran is entitled to have his prob- 
lem handled by the re-employment 
committeeman of his own local 
board, or if that is inconvenient, 
the committeeman of any other 
local board. 

The re-employment committee- 
man also will serve as a liaison 
man with Government agencies 
which provide specific services for 
veterans.

U. S. and R. A. F. Planes 
Blast Rail Junctions, 
Bridges and Supply 
Bases Without Loss. 


NEW DELHI, Oct. 9 (AP), — 
Striking almost continuously since 
Thursday at Japanese positions in 
Burma, American and Royal Air 
Force heavy bombers have loosed 
powerful explosives on key railway 
communications and supply dumps 
in the southern and southwestern 
sectors, joint announcements said 


today. 

American Liberator bombers 
launched the attacks Thursday by 
hitting railway yards in Pyin- 
mana, on the Burma railroad mid- 
way between Rangoon and Manda- 
lay. “Installations suffered heavy 
damage,” said the announcement. 

P-40 fighter-bombers joined in 
the assault that same day by scor- 
ing direct hits on the approaches 
to the Namkwin railway bridge 
six miles northeast of Hop, in 
Northern Burma. “Considerable 
destruction of tracks and roadbed” 
resulted. 

R. A. F. Beaufighters joined in 
the Thursday attacks and followed 
them up through Friday by heav- 
ily damaging locomotives and 
rolling stock sout hof Mandalay, 
and coastal craft along the south- 
west coast. 

Last night heavy R. A. F. Wel- 
lingtons went into action over the 
railway yards at Sagaing and ob-

traffic will amount to 20 million; their

“T have every confidence,” said 
Capt. Edward Elisberg, “that a 
part of the port will be in use im- 
mediately.

REPORT BLAMES 
FARM BLOG FOR 
FOOD SHORTAGE 


Efforts to Curb FSA Point- 
ed Out by Committee— 
How Draft Deferment 
of Workers Backfired. 


By EDWARD A. HARRIS

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9. — The 
drafting of pre-Pearl Harbor fath- 


ers at this time has been made 
necessary by the Tydings amend- 
ment exempting farm labor from 
the armed service, it is stated in a 
report made public today by the 
Emergency Committee for Food 
Production. 

The ‘comprehensive report, 
backed by several years of investi- 
gation and study by Courtenay 
Dinwiddie, committee chairman 
who died last month, contains an 
analysis of the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration, food problems and 
man power. It rebukes the farm 
bloc for allegedly pressuring 
through Congress legislation that, 
it asserts, is responsible for food 
shortages and the confused, cha- 
otic man power situation. 


The report says that, contrary to /|* 


the imprint on the public mind 
made by articulate farm pressure 
groups, there is a tremendous sur- 
plus of farm labor, idle and partly 
idle, 

“The effect is seen,” it states, 
“in the draft of fathers, in the 
early draft of youngsters,.in the 
draft of skilled industrial workers.

Others Hide Behind It. 

The amendment also made it 
possible for city workers to shift 
to farms and obtain exemption for 
“bad as well as good” reasons, and 


The report points out that War 
Commission figures 
show that as of last July 1, a mil- 
lion and a half agricultural work- 
ers had been deferred, 100,000 more 
than the number of industrial 
workers deferred. Of the farm 
workers saved from the draft, one- 
third of the total were in the 
“cotton South.” 

Hitting at the congressional ac- 
tion that greatly curtailed the 
functions of the FSA, the report 
charges that if the agency had 
been given enough funds to aid 
1,300,000 additional farm families, 
the country would have had enough 
food to feed, vast armies. Egg 
production increases, for example, 
would have supplied 12 million 
men—more than we now have in 
the armed forces. 

“Millions will do without the 
eggs, without the milk, without the 
meat and without the fruits and 
vegetables that FSA could have 
Helped farmers produce,” the re- 
port goes on. For this state of af- 
fairs, it says the nation can 
“thank” the farm bloc which did 
everything possible to get Congress 
to block the FSA's credit program 
of assistance to the small farmers 
of the country. 

“President Roosevelt,” the report 
recounts, “asked for a total of 
$97,500,000 for loans for FSA farm- 
ers this year. The House Appro- 
priation Subcommittee proposed to 
slash the funds and abolish the 
agency, but compromised on 60 
million dollars in the face of over- 
whelming Senate insistence. Chair- 
man Tarver of the House subcom- 
mittee said: ‘I am frank to say 


with respect to some of the more 
controversial items, has been all- 
powerful in the consideration of the 
pending bill’.” 

War Food Demand Doubled. 

The FSA means winning the war, 
the report declares. “In 1942, 
about 12 per cent of all American- 
produced food went to our armed 
forces and allies. This year that 
percentage is 25. And still it 
mounts as more populations come 
under our protection. Battles and 
wars throughout history have 
been lost for want of food. World 
War II is no exception. We need 
all the food our small farmers can 
produce.” 

The report asks: “Who seeks to 
destroy the FSA?” and answers 
itself: “The leaders of the Ameri- 
can Farm Bureau Federation, the 
National Cotton Council, support- 
ed by large cotton interests, some 
spokesmen of the United States 
Chamber of Commerce and various 
other groups representing the top 
1 or 2 per cent of the farmers and 
big business interests. 

“They have pleaded that FSA 
be abolished or-so changed as to 
destroy its help to small farmers. 
Many local and state groups of 
the Farm Bureau and the Chamber 
of Commerce vigorously oppose 
this attitude by national leaders. 
The primary reason for destroying 
FSA is that it stands in the way 
of agricultural monopoly, rural 
serfdom and higher and higher 
prices for food.”

RECTED. MARRAE 
CANON AGA DEBATED 


Bishop Scarlett, Missouri, De- 
fends Proposed Change Be- 
fore Episcopal Session. 


CLEVELAND, Oct. 9. (AP).—In 
their last full legislative session, 
delegates to the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church’s fifty-fourth trien- 
nial convention adopted today a 
three-year budget of $8,027,572 and 
selected San Francisco for the 1946 
meeting, 

A proposal to liberalize the 
church’s canon governing remar- 
riage of divorced persons, twice re- 
jected by clerical and lay deputies, 
was debated at length in the House 
of Bishops, but no final action was 
taken. 

The triennial budget, approved 
previously by the House of Bishops 
and confirmed today by the dep- 
uties, provides $2,615,382 for 1944; 
$2,677,132 for 1945, and $2,735,058 
for 1946. The funds are allocated 
to Episcopal missionary, educa- 
tional and social service activities. 

One budgetary item approved 
was allocation of $50,000 for “hand- 
ling new situations in the mission- 
ary field, half of which is to be 


spent in China.” 

Debate by the: bishops on the 
marriage issue followed presenta- 
tion of a joint commissipn’s report, 
with a proposed revised canon. The 
report was rejected by the dep- 
uties yesterday, at the end of a 
two-day debate. 

Presenting the report, the Rt. 
Rev. Cameron J. Davis of Buffalo, 
bishop of Western New York, de- 
claired “It is the business of the 
church to preserve in the canons 
the idea that marriage is not only 
a union of two bodies, but also of 
two personalities.” He said the 
present canon, which permits only 
the innocent party in divorce ac- 
tions based on adultery to re- 
marry, regards marriage “as a 
physical union, which may be dis- 
solved by a physical act of infi- 
delity.” 

The revised canon proposed elim- 
ination of the “innocent party” 
basis for remarriage, and leaving 
the decision to a Diocesan bishop. 

Opposing the revision, the Rt. 
Rev. William T. Manning of New 
York agreed that “we need better 
legislation than we have, but in 
my judgment, this proposed revi- 
sion is not better legislation. If 
this canon were adopted, to stand 
before the altar and repéat ‘till 
death us do part’ -would be sheer 
hypocrisy.” , 

The Rt. Rev. William Scarlett 
of. St. Louis, a commission mem- 
bér, defended the canon as “facing 
realistically the modern situation 
in which there are circumstances 
which, just as surely and some- 
times more surely, will dissolve a 
marriage as adultery.”

DELINQUENCY IN’42 REPORTED|}q 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP).— 
The Children’s Bureau of the La- 

r Department of Juvenile Delin- 
quency reported today a 16 per 
cent increase in 1942 juvenile de- 
linquency cases coming before 83 
courts surveyed by the agency. 
The increase in girls’ cases more 
than tripled that of boys’. 

Greatest percentage increases in 
specific offenses, some of which 
ran double or triple records of the 
previous year, were for vagrancy, 
disorderly conduct and sex of- 
fenses among girls and disorderly 
conduct, drunkenness and assault 
for boys. 

One of the biggest problems is 
that of the teen-age girl follow- 
ing the lure of the uniform, the 
bureau said. 

As for boys, the bureau said 
wartime pressures have. brought 
mounting acts of aggression and 
vandalism, the gangs are larger 
and involve more boys from priv- 
ileged homes. The records show 
“commando” gangs terrorizing, ri- 
oting, stealing—even stealing pots 
and pans for scrap drives and 
small change for war stamps.

FRESH RESOURCES 


New Oil Fields Sought as 
Part of Quest to Replen- 
ish War-Depleted Min- 


eral Stocks. 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—A quest 
for possible new petroleum fields 
in Missouri, Oklahoma, Kansas, 
Texas and other states is one 
branch of “the greatest treasure 
hunt in history,” according to a 
report issued today by William E. 
Wrather, director of the Interior 
Department's Geological Survey. 

The exploration was inspired by 
the war’s headlong depletion of 
American natural resources, to 
which attention was first called by 
a Post-Dispatch article of last Jan. 
10. It was pointed out that domes- 
tic reserves of numerous raw 
materials had reached the stage of 


exhaustion or serious diminution— 
among them lead, zinc, mercury, 
copper, bauxite, petroleum and 
high-grade iron ore. 


The Geological Survey, Wrather 
disclosed, has 135 expeditions in 
the fiel4, which are searching out 
fresh stores of mineral war com- 
modities in 40 states as well as 


Alaska, Canada and many Central 


and South American countries. 
Unlike the Conquistadores of 
centuries ago, they are not armed 
with gun and sword and have no 
interest in gold, silver and precious 
stones. Their weapons are the 
aneroid barometer, dial compass, 
plane table, stadio rod and hand 
level. Their objectives often are 
metals the very names of which 
have become popularly known 
only in the last three years. 


Survey Indicates Sites. 


The general procedure is for the 
Geological Survey to indicate sites 
under which some particular metal 
may be concealed and for the In- 
terior Department’s Bureau of 
Mines to follow through with drill- 
ing operations and shaft-sinking 
in order to confirm and develop 
the deposits. The result, described 


| as “prodigious,” has been treasure 


unearthed or studied, as follows: 

More than 100 chromite de 
posits in California, Montana, 
Georgia and Oregon. 

Approximately 100 separate 
tungsten areas, including some 
200 individual deposits. 

Possible new sources of molyb- 
denum, nickel and cobalt in 40 
different locations. 

Vanadium deposits in the Colo- 
rado plateau country and the 
Idaho-Wyoming area. 

Accessible reserves of ilow- 
phosphorus iron ores in 22 states. 

About 900,000 new tons of 
bauxite, basic ore for aluminum, 
in addition to three million tons 
of commercial - grade already 
known in Arkansas and to many 
millions of tons of low-grade 
bauxite and high aluminum ‘clay. 

Deposits Mapped in "Ye 

The geologists have mapped in 
detail not only the bauxite de- 
posits of Arkansas, but the geology 
of bauxite-bearing beds beneath 
what is known as the “coastal 
plain” of Tennessee, Mississippi, 
Alabama and Georgia. For this 
particular research they recon- 
structed the underground  to- 
pography of the region as it ex- 
isted 30 million years ago, in the 
early Tertiary period. 

Such enterprises are neither sim- 
ple nor swift. One field party re- 
quired three years for mapping a 
geologic area 50 miles square in 
Arkansas. 

The new treasure seekers are 
hunting for copper in Vermont, 
North Carolina, Michigan, Idaho, 
Utah, California and Arizona; for 
zinc in Washington, Oregon, Utah, 
New Mexico, Colorado, Wisconsin, 
Tennessee and Virginia, and for 
petroleum, besides the _ states 
named previously, in Alaska, Cali- 
fornia, Montana, Washington, 
Pennsylvania, New Mexico, Colo- 
rado, Wyoming and Utah. 

They are looking for nickel and 
mica in Brazil; for tungsten, beryl 
and mica in Argentina; for quartz, 
molybdenum, copper and mercury 
in Colombia; for manganese in 
Panama; for copper, chromite, 
zinc and manganese in Cuba; for 
mica, quartz and nickel in Ven- 
ezuela, and for tungsten, manga- 
nese, antimony, fluorspar, mercury 
and molybdenum in Mexico. 

700 Reports Made in Year. 

The geologists are in quest of 
alunite and clay deposits of high 
aluminum content for development 
when domestic bauxite reserves 
are consumed; of mica for con- 
densers,.and spark plugs in air- 
craft engines; beryllium for tough 
copper alloys; fluorspar for the 
manufacture of steel, 100-octane 
gasoline and freon, a refrigerant, 
and magnesium, a metal lighter

Behind William N. Haskell, the 
65-year-old General and Demo- 
cratic nominee for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, is President Roosevelt. 
Backing Joe R. Hanley, 67-year-old 
former Corporal and Republican 
candidate, are Wendell L. Willkie, 


1940 Republican presidential nom- 
inee, and Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. 


Roosevelt has announced he 
would vote for Haskell on Nov. 2. 
Dewey and Willkie not only will 
vote for Hanley, they will cam- 
paign for him. 

The outcome of the election ne- 
cessitated by the death of Lieut. 
Gov. Thomas W. Wallace may af- 
fect Dewey’s availability as a po- 
tential Republican presidential 
candidate next year. Should Has- 
kell win, he would automatically 
succeed to the governorship in the 
event that Dewey ran for the presi- 
dency and was elected. 


Dewey, first Republican Gover- 
nor in 20 years, has said he will 
serve out his term ending Dec. 31, 
1946, but his name continues to 
figure in presidential speculation. 


The availability of Dewey; with 
a Democratic Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, has been mentioned on Han- 
ley’s campaign tour. 

“Dewey has said he is not a can- 
didate (for President),” Hanley 
said in reply to a questioner.

History was dramatically repeat- 
ed as Creighton Miller streaked to 
two of five Irish touchdowns to 
match the performance of his 
father, the immortal Harry (Red) 
Miller, in Notre Dame’s only other 
victory over Michigan in 11 games.

The clos 
ing quarter only went seven min- 
utes by agreement of the coaches 
after the time clook went awry in 
a 23-minute third quarter. 

The Irish tallied once in the 
opening period and twice each in 
the second and third quarters, with 
Bertelli converting after all five 
scores to extend his place-kicking 
record to 14 out of 15. 

Michigan's first touchdown came 
fn the second period, the handi- 
work of Big Bill Daley, who was 
a gallant figure even in the Wol- 
verines’ rout. The second Michigan 
score came on the last play of the 
game, a 13-yard pass\from Elroy 
Hirsch to Capt. Paul White. Tackle 
Mervin Pregulman, with a previous 
record of 12 conversions in 13 
tries, missed both point attempts. 

Bertelli, the Irish sling-shot, 
made good on five of eight passes, 
covering 70 yards for a touchdown 
and another 51 yards to set up 
another score.

Handicap

Closing day at Fairmount Park, 
yesterday, developed some unex- 
pected thrills. One that will be 
remembered a long time by the 
crowd of 10,000 was the refusal 
of the heavily played favorite Vin- 
tage Port to break from the stall 
barrier at the start of the World 
Series Handicap, feature of the 
closing day program. 

Standirf as firm as though he 
were a stone statue instead of a 
nervous, temperamental thorough- 
bred, the pride of the Steven San- 
ford Stable brought a groan from 
the crowd. Before Jockey Lou Hil- 
debrandt could get a move out of 
his horse, the field of six rivals 
was well down the track, rounding 
the club house turn. 

Almost equally disappointing 
was the performance of Gourmet, 
second choice in the wagering. He 
ran a consistent third, while the 
15 to 1 shot Flash Light came 
from far back to win by a nose 
over Meetsum. Ronnie Phelps, St. 
Louis boy, rode the winner. 

Gourmet was trying for his fifth 
straight victory here and Vintage 
Port for his third straight. 

Bobby Reeves made Fairmount 
history by scoring his forty-fourth 
victory of the meeting, the great- 
est number of firsts scored by a 
rider in any one meeting in the 
18-year history of the track. 

Reeves to Report for Service. 

Reeves used the consistent 
Money Hill as his medium for 
breaking Willie McCadden’s record 
of 43 winners. McCadden, in 1939, 
was a riding sensation and his 
total of winning mounts had not 
been approached by any rider in 
the intervening four years. 

Reeves is one of the few jac- 
keys developed at Fairmount who 
suffered no appreciable loss of 
skill after losing his five pounds 
apprentice allowance.

Recent sessions of 200 industrial, 
labor and journalistic leaders with 
top military, naval and govern- 
mental officials for information on 
and off the record was another 
break in the censorship wall for a 
selected group of civilians to peek 
over. 

There were also the identifica- 
tion of Battleship X as the South 
Dakota almost a year after its fa- 
mous engagements in the Solomons 
and the release of pictures of 
American war -dead, 


Increasing Pressure. 


These small gains resulted from 
the pressure of newspaper men who 
were irritated by the frequency of 
“scoops” from London, either in 
Churchill’s speeches or by “leaks” 
which British officials use to good 
advantage. 

One sector of this pressure came 
from the 11 newspaper editors and 
publishers who are the Newspaper 
-Advisory Committee of the Office 
of War Information, of which Roy 
A. Roberts, managing editor of the 
Kansas City Star, is chairman. 
This committee, after conferences 
with Army, Navy and OWI offi- 
cials, formally went on record as 
convinced that “the American peo- 
ple are not being adequately in- 
formed about the war.” The re- 
sponsibility for this lack of infor- 
mation, the committee _ said, 
stemmed “from the disinclination 
on the part of some high naval and 
military authorities to evaluate 
what is information to which the 
public is entitled.” 


Another blow at the censorship 
wall was a symposium by 12 Wash- 
ington correspondents, including 
the bureau chiefs of two press 
associations, in the current Editor 
and Publisher magazine giving crit- 
ical views of reporters and com- 
mentators who have had first-hand 
experience with the military minds 
that determine what information 
shall be withheld from the public. 


Churchill More Candid. 


Their expressions ranged from 
slurs on President Roosevelt and 
the OWI to citations of examples 
of British “scoops” and absurd 
American censorship. The central 
themes were that Prime Minister 
Churchill was more candid with 
his public than President Roose- 
velt with the American people, 
and that the Army and Navy of- 
ficers in charge of public rela- 
tions necessarily accepted their 
superiors’ instructions as to what 
information should be withheld on 
the grounds of “military security.” 

There can be no doubt that the 
British have released more impor- 
tant and timely information than 
our Government and that this has 
aroused American officials, includ- 
ing President Roosevelt. The prin- 
cipal reason is Prime Minister 
Churchill himself, who sets an 
example for British officialdom. 


OWI Director Elmer Davis, 
speaking in New York Thursday 
night, revealed that Churchil] had 
broken an agreement between 
American and British “security 
officers” as to what news should 
be released to the public. 

“But Mr. Churchill is head of 
the British Government,” Davis 
continued, “and can overrule his 
own security officers. Moreover, 
he is an old reporter, and a good 
reporter, and once in a while he 
can’t resist the temptation to give 
himself a few exclusives.” 

Davis said that the “great 
issue” was that “if there is really 
a valid matter of security involved 
the standard should be the same 
in each country and for all offi- 
cials of however high rank.” 

Churchill is a great reporter as 
well ag one of history’s master 


orators, Repeatedly he has used 
milifary information which had 
been withheld from the public. 
For instance, in his latest address 
to Commons, he revealed that at 
the very moment he was speaking 
an Allied convoy was under attack 
by U-boats. Under American cen- 
sorship rules not the slightest 
mention could have been made of 
this, on the theory that Berlin 
probably had not yet heard from 
the U-boats. There was criticism 
here for this disclosure until it 
was learned that the convoy was 
entirely British and Canadian and 
that no American vessel was in it. 

The British parliamentary sys- 
tem, of which Churchill is an ar- 
dent defender, is also responsible 
for some of the British news beats. 
The Prime Minister does not hold 
press conferences in England, such 
as President Roosevelt holds. The 
British equivalent is the question 
period in Commons at which the 
Prime Minister and his Govern- 
ment are expected to answer as 
fully as possible all inquiries from 
members. For that reason, when 
Roosevelt and Churchill agreed to 
release shipping losses and U-boat 
deaths simultaneously on the 10th 
of every month, an exception was 
made for any statement the Prime 
Minister might have to make to 
his House, 


Brendan Bracken’s Role. 


Another Churchill advantage is 
Brendan Bracken, British Minister 
of Information, for whom there is 
no American equivalent because of 
Bracken’s close political and per- 
sonal relationship with the Prime 
Minister. 

Bracken has Cabinet rank. Al- 
though he is not on the smaller 
War Cabinet, he is kept fully in- 
formed by Churchill and others on 
almost all important’ governmental 
affairs. When he speaks officially 
or off-the-record to individual re- 
porters his remarks are accepted 
as those of Churchill, whom he 
calls his “lord and master.” Elmer 
Davis of the OWI has nothing like 
Bracken’s authority, his close po- 
litical contacts, or his discretion- 
ary Lowers. 

Churchill, 
top British 


Bracken and other 
officials do not feel 
obliged, as apparently American 
officials do, to accept the defini- 
tions of “military security” evolved 
by Army and Navy officers. The 
British War Cabinet is the ulti- 
mate of British power and its 
members make their own deci- 
sions, 

In this country, the civilian offi- 
cials, including the President, gen- 
erally agree with the decisions of 
the military minds as to what 
information will aid the enemy. 
There is doubt whether some of 
the higher officials, even of Cabi- 
net rank, are kept fully informed 
by the Generals and Admirals, 


What the Critics Charge. 


A few critics of the American 
system of information have 
charged: 

(1) That President Roosevelt 
does not believe in the demo- 
cratic processes; 

(2) That he has permitted war 
news to be juggled to fit other 
news and political developments, 
and— : 

(3) That he has not used his 
presidential authority over the 
military minds to see that the 
public gets all the information 
to which it is entitled. 

There is very little evidence to 
substantiate points 1 and 2., There 
is more evidence that he and his 

advisers are making some prog- 
ress on point 3 with the military

And now, through a White House an- 
nouncement of Sept. 25, the former grocery 
clerk of Milton Junction, Wis., has been 
plunged into global illumination by his ap- 
pointment as administrator of a newly cre- 
ated Office of Foreign Economic Administra- 
tion. In addition to the Office of Economic 
Warfare, the President transferred to Crow- 
ley’s hands the Offices of Lend-Lease Ad- 
ministration, Foreign Relief and Rehabilita- 
tion Operations and Foreign Economic Co- 
ordination, 


Glimpse of the Vast Powers 
Concentrated in His Hands. 


An idea of the vast powers concentrated 
under his direction may be gained by re- 
calling that in the area of economic warfare 
he wields the functions held in earlier days 
by Vice-President Wallace and his executive 
chieftain, Milo R. Perkins, together with all 
the great authority once exercised in this 
field by Secretary Jones. He assumes the 
former activities of Edward R. Stettinius Jr. 
as Lend-Lease Administrator; succeeds for- 
mer Governor Herbert H. Lehman of New 
York in charge of foreign relief and rehabili- 
tation; and takes over the operating duties 
of Assistant Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son, head of the Office of Foreign Co- 
ordination, which was set up in the State 
Department last summer. 

In addition, Crowley holds sway over & 
large section of American banking by vir- 
tue of his chairmanship of the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, which he 
reared from the cradle and which he has 
vowed to give up only when he quits Gov- 
ernment service. This establishment, which 
insures bank accounts up to $5000 and has 
assets of $700,000,000, possesses jurisdic- 
tion over all members of the Federal Re- 
serve System and over other banks which 
apply for insurance and are approved by the 
corporation’s board of directors. Among its 
functions are periodic inspection of insured 


jbanks, termination of those found guilty of 


unsound practices and approval or disap- 
proval of mergers. 

Moreover, as Alien Property Custodian, he 
has title to 40,000 enemy patents and patent 
applications, together with 350 enemy prop- 
erties, half of which are under liquidation 
and half of which are being operated to pro- 
mote the war effort. Aggregate value of 
assets formerly owned by enemy nationals 
and seized by the American Government is 
estimated at seven billion dollars. Crowley 
is still hoping that the President will relieve 
him of this post. 


“One of Best Administrators 
In or Out of the Government.” 


Such towering and far-flung responsibil- 
ities imply executive ability of the first order. 
In announcing Crowley’s latest appointment, 
President Roosevelt paid him this tribute: 

*‘Leo Crowley is one of the best adminis- 
trators in or out of the Government, and lI 
find great satisfaction in promoting him to 
a position which will centralize all foreign 
economic functions in one operating agency.” 

The sole restriction placed upon him is 


that the powers and functions of the Foreign 


Economic Administration “‘shall be exercised 
in conformity with the foreign policy of the 
United States as defined by the Secretary of 
State.” 

Withheld from Crowley’s dominion is the 
Office of the Co-ordinator of Inter-American 
Affairs, under Nelson A, Rockefeller. The 
activities of this establishment are largely 


cultural. 


Insofar as they are economic, they |

remain for the present in Rockefeller’s keep- 
ing. President Roosevelt is known to regard 
Latin America as a special problem, requir- 
ing separate treatment. 

The same order nominated Stettinius as 
Under Secretary of State, succeeding Sumner 
Welles. Ex-Gov. Lehman was consoled with 
an appointment as special assistant to the 
President with a promise that the Govern- 
ment would urge his selection as head of 
relief and rehabilitation for the United 
Nations. 

It required flashes of calcium from the 
White House to reveal that since the youth 
of the New Deal one of the Government’s 
potent and curious figures had been lurking 
in the shades of Washington. Politicians are 
subject to chronic fanfares of the larynx. 
Crowley devoted years to silencing that un- 
ruly member. Officeholders rejoice at bask- 
ing in the radiance of headlines. Deliber- 
ately, as a matter of policy, Crowley chose 
to cultivate obscurity. 


Not on Government Payroll, 
He Still Draws Utility Salary. 


To begin with, Crowley is not on the Gov- 
ernment payroll, 
of offices. He is a nothing-a-year man, and 
proposes to continue that way. From 1934 
to 1939 he drew $10,000 annually as chair- 
man of FDIC, but removed himself from 
the public ledger when he became board 
chairman of the Standard Gas & Electric 
Co. of Madison, Wis., a billion-dollar outfit 
with property scattered through 26 states 
and Mexico. He obtained leave of absence 
from that post after his appointment as 
Director of Economic Warfare, but presum- 
ably still draws his salary of $50,000 a year. 


Formerly a director of various private con- 
cerns, including Pan-American Airways and 
the Lehman Corporation, he has resigned 
from them all. His one surviving director- 
ship is in a small family corporation, the 
Standard Paper Co. of Madison. He is also 
the tutelary genius of a second family enter- 
prise, a chain of filling stations at Beloit, 
Wis. He has preferred to define himself in 
‘“‘Who’s Who” as a corporation rather than 
a Government official. 

Next to the administration’s Great Profile, 
Manpower Commissioner Paul V. McNutt, 
Crowley ranks as officialdom’s most decora- 
tive exhibit. At the age of 53, he has a 
heavy thatch of white hair, features lyrically 
carved, a stature of six feet and an imposing 
bulk of 190 pounds, which is 30 pounds less 
than he weighed in 1938. 

Comely, prosperous, immaculately 
groomed, he is the capital’s most eligible 
and ornamental bachelor. He has not mar- 
ried, his friends say, because he never had 
time. He was too busy rearing and educat- 
ing four brothers and four sisters, orphaned 
by the death of their father, to say nothing 
of 17 nieces and nephews. 


Rarely at Social Functions, 
He Prefers Stag Poker Game. 


For such a man, the capital extends allur- 
ing opportunities for gaiety, but he remains 
a lion whom Washington hostesses despair 
of capturing. Only rarely does he attend 
social functions. - His idea of a large evening 
is a stag poker party in his rooms at the 
Mayflower Hotel, with a slant toward un- 
orthodox versions of the game, such as 
deuces and one-eyed jacks wild. If he is a 
big winner and feels that his guests have 
lost more than they should, he insists on 
returning the money.

Sign of Roosevelt Shift 
From the Left to the Right. 


Crowley's latest promotion is regarded as 
another instance of the shift of the White 
House from Left to Right. Though an offi- 
cial of the New Deal almost since its birth, 
he has been described as one-fifth Henry 
Wallace and four-fifths Jesse Jones. He 
breakfasts frequently with Jones at the May- 
flower. Like Wallace, Crowley is a humani- 
tarian, but of the Community Chest variety. 
He will go to any length to see that no one 
in Madison lacks food and clothing, but he 
has little or no interest in remaking the 
social and economic system. He will never 
crusade in behalf of milk for Hottentots, 
higher wage levels for Bolivian peons or 
the abandonment of synthetic rubber pro- 
duction after the war to encourage world 
trade. 

Crowley’s flight from publicity should not 
be taken as denoting that he is an unskillful 
worker behind the scenes. On friendly terms 
with nearly every member of Congress, he 
enjoys an ascendancy on Capitol Hill sec- 
ond only to that of Jesse Jones. At the 
same time, Crowley has always been sure 
of welcome as a White. House visitor. An 
astute politician, he is so void of political 
ambition as to have refused the chairman- 
ship of the National Democratic Committee, 
in succession to Edward J. Flynn. 


Crowley’s early life explains why he never 
learned to play. He was born at Milton 
Junction. Both his parents were natives of 
Ireland. His father died soon after the fam- 
ily removed to Madison. Though the third 
son in point of age, Leo succeeded to his 
place as head of the family. In addition to 
discharging this responsibility, he managed 
to put himself through grade and high school 
and then the University of Wisconsin. 


Up the Ladder of Success 
From Clerk in Grocery Store. 


His first job, while in the teens, was that 
of clerk in a grocery store. At 20 he was 
a salesman for the General Paper & Supply 
Co., a Madison firm, and was traveling 
through towns in southérn Wisconsin. Even 
then his hair was turning white, and he 
seemed mature beyond his years. His asso- 
ciliates were not youths of his own age, but 
men old enough to be his father. 


At 23 he became proprietor and president 
of this small paper concern, which still en- 
dures under another name as a family com- 
pany, operated by his brothers. Having a 
surplus to invest, he bought shares in the 
First National Bank of Madison, and thus 
made an entry into the sphere of finance. 
During the lush ’'20s, he made money in the 
stock market. He rose to be an influential 
member of the community and an important 
lay figure in his church. A devout Catholic, 
he took the lead in raising money for St. 
Mary’s Hospital in Madison, of which he is 
president. For that activity, the Pope made 
him a Knight of St. Gregory, an order deco- 
rating those who benefit religion and the 
Holy See.

Dr. Hynd Deplores Theological Approach. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE joint statement of the seven-point 

“moral basis for peace” issued by 
representatives of the Protestant, Cath- 
olic and Jewish faiths in America, and 
set forth recently in your paper, is a 
deciaration which should make a strong 
appeal to everyone. It should provide a 
practical basis for united effort in the 
common concern for postwar peace. 

It is unfortunate that the statement 
should project the bristling “theological 
basis.” The “theological basis” spoils 
everything! The three major faiths can- 
not agree among themselves concerning 
the theological basis, but they do agree 
on the moral basis. Why not leave it at 
that? 

A statement accompanying the dec- 
laration notes that there might be dif- 
ferences within the three faiths “in the 
theological approach to practical meas- 
ures to be taken to implement the dec- 
laration of principles.” This theological 
approach divides the three faiths more 
profoundly than they care to admit in 
their friendly exchanges. It very def- 
initely excludes millions of men and 
women, in this country and throughout 
the world, from completely concerted 
action in the cause of peace. 

Why not emphasize the human ap- 
proach to the problems of peace? As a 
matter of fact, the statement is strong 
and appealing in itself without the ref- 
erences to “the sovereignty of God” and 
“the image of God.” In the opinion of 
many thousands, the theological refer- 
ences are utterly irrelevant and have 
nothing whatsoever to do with the moral 
basis of peace. 

The moral principles enunciated stand 
in their own right and by their own 
strength, and make their own appeal 
apart from theological disputation. The 
moral principles have been wrought out 
through the centuries by men inside and 
outside the three faiths, and by many 
who have no theological approach what- 
soever. The theological approach di- 
vides; the human approach unites. 

This is not a mere quibble on my part; 
it is a vital issue to the members of the 
three faiths. Once more the theological 
issue unsheathes three flashing and 
bloody swords to bar the pathway to 
peace between men of differing races 
and religions.

Who the Job Providers Are. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T is admitted that we will need jobs 

at the close of the war in order to take 
care of our returning soldiers, sailors 
and marines. To have jobs for them, 
we must have job providers, But who are 
the job providers? 

In the interest of clear thinking, it is 
desirable to make a distinction between 
the real job provider and those who sim- 
ply hire workers. 

Government officials and agencies may 
hire workers, but they do not pay these 
workers out of earnings. They pay out 
of taxes levied upon the general public. 

Associations and unions may hire 
clerks, statisticians, business agents, 
managers, etc. However, these employes 
are not paid out of earnings, but out of 
dues levied upon the members of such 
associations and unions. 

The real job providers, including the 
individual enterprisers, are those who 
promote, organize and manage a busi- 
ness for the production of commodities 
or services; who pay themselves and 
their employes out of the earnings of 
that business and not out of taxes levied 
upon the public, or out of dues levied 
upon the members of associations and 
unions. 

Those who really pay taxes to the Gov- 
ernment, or dues to an association or 
union, must be individual enterprisers, 
job providers or employes of job pro- 
viders, in order to get the money for 
such payments. Only the continuous pro- 
duction of new wealth (commodities) by 
the job providers makes it possible for 
the public to pay its taxes and dues. 
Therefore, real job providers are the 
essential element in our economic sys- 
tem.

It is a newly young, though ageless, China that 
watches with thoughtful eyes to see whether our 
Congress will repeal the exclusion acts that long 
ago outlived their shred of practicality. The House 
Immigration Committee has reported the bill favor- 
ably by a vote of 8 to 4, taking a stand for the 


\ repeal of acts dating back to 1882, for an amend- 


ment of naturalization laws to allow Chinese citl- 
senship, for admission on the 1924 quota basis. 
This means the admission of only 107 Chinese a 
year. 

Obviously, repeal is a moral gesture, as intangible 
a token as granting independence to Filipinos under 
Japanese vassalage. Such a trickle of immigration 
cannot even ripple the economy of a single town. 

Yet it is a gesture we must in all decency make, 
following our renunciation of extraterritorial rights 
in China. It is the second of many warrants of 
good faith we must give an unwavering ally. To 
the peoples of the Orient, as to the oppressed of 
Europe, we must prove our abiding trust in democ- 
racy, by word and deed as well as by the sword. 
Unless they can look to us as the way-makers for 
equality and freedom, they will surely have ears 
for the propaganda of nations which sometimes pro- 
fess but could never share our own beliefs.

What is this China for which we must exorcise 
another ghost of doubt as to our friendliness? 

It is a thoughtful, responsible China which knows 
what sort of world and what kind of Asia she hopes 
to see emerge from the crucible of war. Something 
of her aims was stated by T. V. Soong in London 
and later in Washington last summer: a democratic 
Japan, an independent Korea, Thailand for the Thais, 
Formosa and Manchuria returned to her. Spokes- 
men tactfully refuse to discuss Hongkong, with the 
tacit admission that China wants no more alien 
domination of her own soil. ° 

It is a firm, tough though weary China, planning 
intensive industrialization according to a 10-year and 
a 20-year plan. She wants to make use of foreign 
technicians and foreign capital. ‘We shall welcome 
beth,” Soong said. “But not, of course, on the old 
basis of concessions and privileges.” 

This is an independent China talking—a China 
with a painful-memory of “white man’s burden” 
policies by which she was imperialized, with a cool 
memory of the economic buccaneer who followed the 
Bible, the exploiter who followed the evangelist. She 
will own her industry this time, ¢onvinced that out- 
landers’ hold on her manufacturing, undeveloped un- 
til the late nineteenth century, kept her workers 
backward and in poverty. Foreign capital will be 
welcome only on its promise to leave when invest- 
ment is returned. 

* + e 

This is a China freer for her 450 million peoplé 
than she was four months ago—freer with the prom- 
ise that a pledge will be fulfilled. On the death of 
beloved President Lin Sen last summer, Chiang the 
‘military leader, dictator-by-necessity as well as 
choice, became Chiang the statesman. Elected Act- 
ing President of the National Government by the 
Kuomintang’s Central Executive Committee—he was 
already President of the executive Yuan—the “Gissi- 
mo” put on the mantle of China’s first President and 
charted the third step in Sun Yat-sen’s plan for 
evolution: toward democracy. 

The stage of military unification had passed. When 
Chiang led the Central Committee to a vote abolish- 
ing one-party rule and calling for a constitutional 
convention within a year after the war, the end of 
Sun’s second stage, that of political tutelage, came 
in sight. The third stage, a broad democracy, is

set as a reward for victory. Chiang’s “leniency and 
forbearance” toward China’s insulated, restless Com- 
munists, and his faith in the nation’s political com- 
ing of age, are thus explained. By parley, not by 
civil war, he intends that the differences between 
the National party and the Marxians will be settled. 

This new-old China has a practical idealism that 
speaks through Chiang’s blueprints for peacetime— 
“Chinese Economic Doctrine” and “China's Future,” 
In these he scorns “inhuman” Fascism and Nazism, 
rejects insularity for China and imperialism from 
other nations, and cries calamity at political power 
blocs and narrow alliances as the alchemies of fur- 
ther war. He looks, instead, to international de- 
mocracy, to government law at home based on moral 
principles. He is no Pangloss to accept the world 
as it is, no dreamer who hopes for the impossible, 
Yet he points to what the West has not always real- 
ized as the granite foundation for Chinese democ- 
racy: The economy of his people is based on in- 
terest in the welfare of the individual, on respect 
for personal freedom, rather than on profit or on 
wealth as an end in itself. The Oriental prefers dig- 
nity to cash. 

This is a stern China that will continue to reject 
any negotiated peace with Japan. She is ndt inter- 
ested in Pan-Asia, in leadership or membership in 
any kind of Asia-for-the-Asiatics, in the mockery of 
a “co-prosperity” sphere. The Lincolnian ideals of 
Sun Yat-sen are translated by her most thoughtful 
leaderg into a concept of world community that is 
almost Grecian. A United Nations Council, they be- 
lieve, is its borning, and equality for all its guiding 
star. Soong translated that principle of equality 
with tact and gentleness. “As to Chinese citizens 
living in other countries,” he said in London, “we 
ask only that there shall not be discrimination 
against us.” He meant ag well, behind his diplomat- 
ic smile, that new China will be neither slave nor 
satrap to foreign money, power or prejudice, 

- a” + 

This is a China living for her future. Dictatorship 
has been a way station on her high, rough road to 
unity. There were the war lords to put down, the 
grasping district and civil administrators to be 
deposed, venal reactionaries in the Kuomintang to 
reckon with, and Communists urging revolution on 
the discontented. Before these problems were half 
unsnarled, there was the Mukden incident 12 years 
ago, and open, rending conflict in 1937 to imperil 
all that Sun’s successor had tried to build. 

It is a drained, shabby, war-shocked, blockade- 
smothered China that is our ally, yet sustained by 
a human wisdom, a poetic patience we may never 
wholly comprehend. It is a China schooled by suf- 
fering through her gallant present and respected 
past. It is a China with an unmatched spirit that 
glowed in these words of Mme, Chiang: “Let us 
then resolve to keep on fighting in the faith that 
our vision is worth preserving and can be preserved. 
For is it not true that faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence of things not seen?” 

This China that hugs her faith must have more 
from us than guns and planes and bread, more evi- 
dence of good will than the quota courtesy we ex- 
tend to other nationalities, It is not enough to re- 
pudiate an obsolete law that is an insult to her. We 
will have done enough only when we have extended 
to her our own faith in democracy, sharing it with 
her and with the world community she hopes will 
emerge from the war. The coolie—like the cobbler 
in Milan, the shepherd in Yugoslavia, the draper in 
France, the wondering peasant in Greecé—waits for 
demonstration that America is still the America of 
its lofty traditions.

Undoubtedly, 
they are reserving final decision until it becomes 
clear whether or not Badoglio can deliver the goods. 


sure upon him to prevent another such disastrous 
episode as occurred on Corsica. 

A great force of Germans, some 20,000 strong, was 
trapped after the attack on that island got under 
way. A dispatch yesterday by Wes Gallagher of 
the Associated Press disclosed that they escaped be- 
bcauge 85,000 Italian troops, fully equipped with tanks 
and guns, failed in their duty. Instead of holding 
certain key bridges against Nazi patrols, the Italians 
blew up those bridges, and thus made it impossible 
for British and American troops to continue their 
pursuit of the enemy. “The Italians did almost no 
fighting,” Gallagher says. Soldiers who wanted to 
fight “were stopped by their Fascist officers.” 

On the credit side for Badoglio is the surrender 
of the Italian fleet. On land, however, the record 
is not so good, The sudden fall of Rome to the 
Nazis, the escape of Mussolini, the failure of Italian 
troops in any strength to take part in battles with 
the Germans—all these are counts against him. In 
Naples, what resistance the Nazis encountered came 
almost entirely from workers, students, underground 
groups; in short, the people in general. In Northern 
Italy, the Germans were harassed by popular upris- 
ings, not by military opposition. It appears that 
Badoglio has simply. been unable to rally much of a 
fighting spirit in his armies, though the Italian peo- 
ple are aflame with fury against the Tedeschi, the 
German invaders. 

It is the Allies’ misfortune that no Italian leader 
of the Garibaldi caliber was ready and waiting when 
our invasion began. Badoglio seemed to represent

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NAZIS NEVER RETREAT. 

When Hitler thunders defiant phrases about “We 
shall never retreat” and “Here I stand” and “No 
force can move us from this spot,” he really means 
them. Thanks to the ingenuity of Dr. Goebbels’ bright 
young synonym chasers, the Nazis, as a matter of 
fact, never retreat. 

Instead, they perform a successful disengagement. 
They execute a retrocessive maneuver. They shorten 
the front. They achieve a systematic evacuation. 
They make a withdrawal, to the enemy’s surprise. 
They move to new positions after destruction of all 
important military establishments. They carry out 
an unencircling maneuver. They break away from 
the enemy. They move to new positions behind the 
lines. They demonstrate a mobile defense, or some- 
times a fluid defense, or an elastic defense. They 
conduct an evacuation according to plan. 

All these gems of euphemism, and more, have 
been noted by the OWI in a study of Nazi com- 
muniques gince the first of the year. It must be 
anguishing to the thrifty German soul, however, to 
see all that ink and paper expended in place of an 
idea that can be expressed in one seven- -letter word: 
R-E-T-R-E-A-T.

Former critic of international ties now indorses Churchill proposal 
of Anglo-American military alliance; this will be all the better, 
newspaper says, if Russia and China also join; finds Fulbright 
resolution represents the people's hope of preventing future wars.

HE much advance-billed and debated 

Fulbright Resolution passed the House 

Sept. 21 by the big majority of 360 to 
29. This document says: 


“Resolved by the House of Representa- 
tives, the Senate concurring, that the Con- 
gress hereby expresses itself as favoring the 
creation of appropriate international ma- 
chinery with power adequate to establish and 
maintain a just and lasting peace among the 
nations of the world, and as favoring par- 
ticipation of the United States therein, 
through its constitutional processes.” 


The resolution, of course, cannot bind 
future Congresses, and it does not affect 
American foreign policy during this war. 
It is nothing but a formal statement by 
the House that it at this time feels that 
the United States after the war should co- 
operate in some way with other nations to 
preserve world peace, 


But this resolution was passed by Con- 
gressmen who had just come back from 
long vacations amid their constituents. They 
knew how their constituents were feeling, 
by and large, about domestic and foreign 
affairs. The heavy vote given to the Ful- 
bright resolution indicates that the present 
mood of the American people is a mood of 
hatred for war, and of belief that powerful 
nations after this war can somehow ar- 
range among themselves to prevent further 
wars. 


Suppose this mood lasts through this war, 
and we do go in afterward for some form of 
international co-operation. What form is 
that co-operation likely to take, and what 
form should it take? 


It Depends on Four Powers. 


Well, the Big Four after this war, unless 
all present indications are false, are go- 
ing to be the British Empire, China, Russia 
and the United States. If these four pow- 
ers can concert some sort of international 
bloc, nobody else will be able to start any 
real trouble in the world for quite a while. 


Mr. Churchill, apparently with Mr, Roose- 
velt concurring, does not go quite that far 
in his spoken hopes for the future. He 
calls for a continuation after this war of 
the present American-British alliance— 
though he is, of course, cordial and friend- 
ly in everything he says about Russia and 
China. 


This looks as if the United States and 
Britain, at least, will stay teamed up after 
the war, with the door wide open to Russia 
and China if they want to come in. 


And a British-American alliance might be 


practical as a peace preservative. It would 
at least be a powerful combination of na- 
tions all around the world. British states- 
men, knowing we were bound to join in 
any British war, might be encouraged to 
start more wars than if they weren’t sure 
we'd come in; but then again, they might 
not. Anyhow, we didn’t have a military 
alliance with Great Britain before World 
War I or before World War II, yet we 
got into both of them to help save the 
British Empire. 


This does not, however, mean Union Now 
—or shouldn't. The British have their King 
and their Dukes, Earls, Barons and Dames, 
and they like them. We have no right to 
ask them to drop those institutions in a 
merged American-British commonwealth— 
and only a worshipful handful of Ameri- 
cans would want to have a King, a Duke 
of Stimson, Earl of Morgenthau and Sir H. 
L. Ickes, Bart., running around loose in 
the United States. 


A military alliance, a joint General Staff, 
is as far as we should go. 


The More the Safer. 


As for Russia and China: If either or 
both can be drawn into this postwar inter- 
national co-operative framework, so much 
the better. With Russia in it, and with 
America, Britain and Russia sincerely 
working together for peace, peace ought to 
be pretty safe. It ought to be even safer 
with China in on the deal, 


Whether that can be arranged remains to 
be seen. Russia is known to have ambi- 
tions in China’s big Eastern Turkestan 
province; Russia would logically want some 
if not all of the Manchuria, which China 
also wants. 


In Eastern Europe, if we want Russia’s 
postwar co-operation we'll have to let Stalin 
have his way with the Baltic states of 
Latvia, Estonia, Lithuania and Finland, 
and with Poland. Those areas were part of 
Czarist Russia for over a century, in some 
cases for several centuries. They will be 
in Soviet Russia’s postwar orbit, and of 
strategic value to Russia. Stalin will not 
welcome outside advice as to whether to 
Communize those areas or set them up as 
autonomous states under Russian domina- 
tion, any more than we would wecome ad- 
vice as to what to do about Puerto Rico or 
Hawaii. 


But just as a matter of insurance, we 
should keep for ourselves the most efficient 
air force and Navy in the world, and an 
Army capable of rapid expansion.

[xX the vision of the breaking of the seals, 
as recorded in the Apocalypse, St. John 
saw Four Horsemen materialize, and the 
Horsemen were War, Strife, Famine and 
Pestilence, Of these age-old scourges of 
the human race, the worst is surely War, 
for war epitomizes all the material evils 
which afflict fallen man. But war has its 
romantic side, also, and we have learned 
to disguise its horrors with bloodless words 
and gallant pictures. 

We talk easily of encircling the enemy, 
rolling back his flanks and storming his 
cities. We show pretty snapshots of preci- 
sion-bombing and battleships in a rolling 


sea. Almost unconsciously, a reader of war 
bulletins assumes the attitude of a spec- 
tator at a chess match. He forgets that 
the chessmen who are doing the wheeling 
and the storming and the bombing are 
flesh-and-blood human beings who are made 
prisoners, are mangled and killed. 

The War Department’s new policy of 


showing pictures of American casualties is 


aimed to destroy this illusion. The sight 
of an American paratrooper mangled and 
killed by enemy fire is not pleasant, but 
it should be salutary. 
to work harder here at home, to make sac- 
rifices more cheerfully and generously.

How Two Women Helped Britons 
Escape From Nazi-Held France 


(Chartes 


“Paris Underground.” by Etta Shiber. 
Scribner's Sons, New York.) 
OR three years Etta Shiber,. an Amer- 
ican woman, lived pleasantly in the 
French capital. But that was before the 
German Army swaggered in. Its arrival 


| changed her complacent life to a danger- 
ous adventure, not simply because the Nazis 


were conquerors, but chiefly because her 
housemate Kitty was a dynamic woman. 

A native Briton, Kitty was distressed by 
the fate that awaited English soldiers who 
had missed the boats at Dunkerque, and 
she determined to head off that fate if pos 
sible. So she began smuggling the men out 
of France, with Mrs. Shiber protesting and 
co-operating simultaneously. 

It was not a particularly difficult maneu- 
ver, even though Paris was crowded with 
the Gestapo. The two women performed 
their first rescue almost inadvertently on 
the very day of the occupation. Thereafter 
they worked more deliberately, but nonethe 
lesa boldly. 

They spirited two men from a hospital 
prison to their own apartment, and nursed 
them back to health before sending them 
home. Then an opportunity arose for the 
women to enlarge their sphere, and they 
joined forces with a priest and several oth- 
er Frenchmen in the operation of a real 
underground railway. 

+ é . 

When they had helped almost 200 Eng- 
lishmen to escape, sharp-eyed Nazi agents 
caught up with them. Mrs. Shiber was the 
first to be arrested, and in a few more weeks 
her colleagues were also apprehended. The 
result of their farcical trial was a sentence 
of death for Kitty and of three years at 
hard labor for Mrs. Shiber. After serving 
many months of her sentence and experi- 
encing first-hand the inhumanity of the 
Nazis, Mrs. Shiber was released in exchange 
for a German woman who had been in- 
terned in the United States. 

The part of Mrs. Shiber’s story that re- 
counts her life in prison is somehow unim- 
pressive. Perhaps it is because we are now 
convinced that the Nazis do not subscribe 
to our ethics, and we expect to hear that 
they abuse their prisoners. But in giving 
news of contemporary life in France and 
in describing an effective underground ac- 
tivity, this book is a valuable part of our 
war literature. RUTH MERZ.

Elliott and James, together in 
Washington for the first time since 
the war started, recently compared 
ranks and military experiences.

Both Decorated for Heroism. 

Both officers have been decorat-

equatorial regions, and James with 
the Navy Cross for his dangerous 
mission as second in command to 
fabulous Lt. Col. Evans F. Carison 
during the spectacular raid on 
Makin Island in August last year. 

The two other Roosevelt boys, 
Franklin Jr. and John, have not 
had such conspicuous service and 
honors. 

However, Franklin, a senior 
Lieutenant and the executive of- 
ficer of a destroyer, was recently 
under a dive-bomber attack off 
Sicily during which five of his 
men were killed and six wound- 
ed 


John, the youngest child and also 
a senior Lieutenant, is now or soon 
will be on a large aircraft carrier, 
an exacting and responsible posi- 
tion. 

Earned Their Promotions. 

The four boys have received their 
promotions the hard way and with 
no pull from the White House or 
their superiors. If there has been 
any deference to their father’s po- 
sition it has been to their individ- 
ual wishes to get into actual fight- 
ing areas as quickly as possible, 
just the reverse of the absurd par- 
tisan charges by Representative 
William P. Lambertson (Rep.) of 
Kansas that they had been with- 
drawn from the war zones, 

When Lambertson's Own s6n was 
drafted, he claimed exemption as 
a conscientious objector to war. He 
had a prewar record of pacifism, 
and while his objections were re 
garded as sincere, they did not 
justify the father in attacking the 
Roosevelt sons, all of whom are 
married and have children and all 
of whom volunteered.

Newspaper reports 
from North Africa:have stated that 
he won the admiration of his col- 
leagues by his insistence on “dic- 
ing” for aerial photographs. “Dic- 
ing,” an English term, means fly- 
ing low over targets. 

For his exploits his Distin- 
guished Flying Cross citation 
reads: 

“For heroism and extraordinary 


aerial fights. As a member of 
parties making aerial surveys of 
important ferry routes, Lt. Col, 
Roosevelt participated in long and 
dangerous flights over arctic, sub- 
arctic and equatorial regions, many 
of them being over water and un- 
inhabited areas. On one expedi- 
tion Lt. Col, Roosevelt was the 
only member who made every op- 
erational flight. As a result of his 
experience and energy, he has been 
of great 2g oe in the estab- 
lishment of ferry routes. 

“As commanding officer of a 
photographic group assigned to the 
American forces in North Africa, 
Lt. Col. Roosevelt personally par- 
ticipated in many flights deep into 
hostile and heavily defended areas, 
acting as observer, navigator, pho- 
tographer and radio operator. He 
made these flights voluntarily with 
complete disregard for his personal 
safety, as he well knew the ex- 
treme vulnerable characteristics of 
his unarmed airplane. The effi- 
ciency of his photographic group, 
as proven by the valuable informa- 
tion it haa obtained, is due in a 
large degree to the ability, leader- 
ship and inspiration of Lt. Col. 
Roosevelt. His courage and skill 
reflect credit both upon himself 
and the military service.” 


James Roosevelt’s Record. 


James Roosevelt resigned his 
lieutenant colonel’s commission in 
October, 1930, and rejoined the 
Marines as a captain two months 
later, He’ went on active duty in 
September, 1940, and for a time 
served as an assistant military at- 
tache in London; with the Marine 
Corps Headquarters in Washing- 
ton, and with Col. William J, Dono- 
van’s Office of the Co-ordinator of 
Information, later the Office of 
Strategic Services. After Pearl 
Harbor he requested assignment 
to a Marine combat unit and was 
sent to the Marine base in San 
Diego. » 

He participated in the famous 
Carlson raid on Japanese-held 
Makin Island as a Major of Ma- 
rines. More recently he was with 
the landing party for the occupa- 
tion of Kiska. His Navy Cross 
citation reads: 

“For extraordinary heroism and 
distinguished service against an 
armed enemy on Makin. He, in 
the first operation of the kind ever 
conducted by United States forces, 
was second in command of the 
raiding expedition. At great risk 
to himself over and beyond the 
ordinary call of duty, he continu- 
ally exposed himself to heavy ma- 
chine-gun and sniper fire to in- 
sure effective control of opera- 
tions from the command post, 
“Through his maintenance of 
communications, he was able to 
inform his own supporting vessels 
of the presence of two enemy 
vessels, as a result of which the 
enemy vessels were destroyed by 
gunfire. During the evacuation, 
he personally saved three men 
from drowning in heavy surf. His 
conduct was according to the 
finest traditions of the naval serv- 
ice,” 


The Family’s Attitdde. 


The President naturally is proud 
of the war records of his four 
sons and his son-in-law, John

AT AN AMERICAN BOMBER 
BASE IN INDIA. 


HIS is a cold-blooded, scientific 
war in which foolhardiness and 
daredeviltry play little part. 
To realize this, you need only stand 
at this bomber base and watch 
these young Americans—the pilots, 
the radio operators, the bombar- 
diers and the gunners—come and 
go on their daily missions over 
Burma. They are doing their job 
with quiet, deadly efficiency. 
Without flinching, they accept 
risky missions and stare death in 
the eyes. But there is no bravado 
or boastfulness in their manner. 
They admire daredeviltry only 
when it serves a purpose. When 
it doesn’t, they call it damn fool- 
ishness, 

These Yank flyers are not a 
race apart. They are just like 
average Americans anywhere. A 
little grimmer, perhaps, but other- 
wise just the same. They have the 
same pride of country, the same 
love of life, the same fears. They 
enjoy flying and a spot of real 
danger and excitement now and 
then. But I have not talked with 
any one of them who didn't admit 
that at the moment of joining 
battle with the enemy he was 
plenty scared. While the fight is 
on, however, things are happening 
so fast that there is little time to 
think of personal danger. 


Impersonal Battle. 

I’ve asked many of these airmen 
what sensations they weel when 
the Zeros jump them and the ack- 
ack is bursting uncomfortably 
close. A gunner put it this way: 
“There is something kind of im- 
personal about being under fire 
in a bomber. You can see the 
flickering flame in the muzzles of 
the Zero’s guns; you can see his 
tracers and you can see pretty 
puffs of smoke go racing by as 
A-A shells burst ahead of you. 
But you can hear nothing except 
the roar of your own engines and 
the clatter of your own machine- 
n fire. It’s sort of like sitting 
n @ glass case and watching a 
drama outside. It’s hard to realize 
that all these fireworks have any- 
thing to do with you. 

“Then a bullet smashes into 
your turret and reality comes to 
you with a bang. Before it's over, 
you usually find yourself loudly 
cursing the enemy with rich Amer- 
ican profanity. He doesn't hear 
it, but it seems to improve your 
aim.” 

Few people realize how hard it 
is to deliver a mortal blow to 
a plane during these running 
fights. When Japanese fighters at- 
tack our bombers, they usually 
come in from the front and swing 
under the belly, in swift, stabbing 
asses. With both planes travel- 
ng at better than 150 miles an 
hour, they go by each other as 
blurs and each pass is over almost 
before you can say “Hirohito”, 


Worried About Insurance. 


I've noticed that the majority of 
airmen go into battle, each with 
the conviction that whatever may 
happen to the other fellow, nothing 
is going to happen to him, But 
sooner or later there comes to 
every flyer an experience that 
makes him wonder whether maybe 
his number is ur I talked to a 
pilot whose plane was so badly 
crippled during a bombing mission 
that he never expected to get back 
to his base alive. ; 

“It’s funny,” he said, “but there 
is only one thing I could think of 
while we were sweating out that 
ride home. It was my insurance

EVELOPMENTS in Russia toward the close of an Octobér 
week that saw even Adolf Hitler admitting rising defeatism in 
Germany bade fair to determine the locale of the real Nazi 


stand in Italy against hard-charging British-American Allies and 
might also affect the timing of a long-awaited revolt in the Balkans 


against Nazi rule. 


By every sign the Nazi high 
command is under extreme and 
growing pressure to reshift all 
available reserves eastward against 
the many-fronted Soviet jugger- 
naut, and do it now or face the 
ultimate disaster of complete re- 
treat from Russia. 


The Dnieper line and its pro- 
longation to the Baltic already is 
badly punctured by a Russian 
master offensive gaining instead 
of losing power despite torrential 
rains and seas of mud, If it is to be 
held at all, every Nazi division not 
absolutely necessary elsewhere is 
urgently needed in Russia. And 
the only Nazi source of heavy 
quick reinforcements for the east 
must be Italy and the Balkans, 

The Russian summer drive to 
the Dnieper unquestionably was 
aided en, by the Allied 
attack in Italy. This forced with- 
drawal of Nazi strategic reserves 
from the east to cope not only with 
advancing British and American 
armies but with an Italian capit- 
ulation that left the Balkans seeth- 
ing with anti-Nazi attacks. 


In addition to the estimated 20 
to 25 Nazi divisions thrown into 
Italy largely from east front re- 
serves, probably as many or more 
are lid-sitting in the Balkans and 
Greece. This diversion of forces 
must in some measure explain the 
Soviet drive to the Dnieper and 
beyond. 

Recall eastward of some of the 
divisions in Italy and the Balkans 
is highly probable. The bulk of 
the German forces in Russia is 
worn by its vast retreat; its mo- 
rale unquestionably lowered by 
that ‘continua] back-tracking and 
by the fact that for substantially a 
year there have been no victories 
to hearten the army or the Ger- 
man home front. 

With the need of troops to rein- 
force the Russian front patent to 
the most casual observer, it seems 


clear that only the shortest and 
least vulnerable front in Italy can 
be Nazi-held. 

And that front {fs not on the 
Volturno River which the Allies 
now are crossing, or even at Rome, 
but north of there on the Estrus- 
can line or back to the Po, 

Even without specific co-ordina- 
tion through joint staff planning, 
the Allied offensive in Italy, threats 
from Britain and the Russian 
drive clearly are complementing 
each other, They are compelling 
the foe to shift his reserves back 
and forth, and to waste many divi- 
sions in policing the turbulent 
Balkans and Greece as well as 
France, the Low Countries and 
Norway. 

Fulfillment of the Allied threat 
of new atrokes is not far off. It is 
portended in French-American oc- 
cupation of Corsica. There has 
been a specific pledge from high- 
est Allied authority of cross-chan- 
nel operations against the con- 
tinent in due course. Almost hour- 
ly the grim necessity of shortening 
the front is being forced on the 
foe, and every foot he falls back 
anywhere brings that much closer 
the deadly air attack upon his war 
industries and upon obviously 
over-strained nerves of the German 
public. % 

A month short of a quarter cen- 
tury ago, those nerves cracked un- 
der a lesser strain. There can be 
small comfort in Nazidom now at 
the close approach of another an- 
niversary of the surrender of 1918. 
Rumor runs fast in neutral Europe 
of German undercover dickering 
without Hitler sanction for peace 
somewhere, anywhere, to ease the 
growing strain. It may be knowl- 
edge of that which prompted Hit- 
ler’s gloomy summons to the Ger- 
man nation that arms alone would 
not assure victory, only the will of 
the people to fight it out to the 
bitter end. 


through a- similar experience, 
found that it had made him more 
religious. Nobody laughs at reli- 
gion around an airbase. There is 
one chap in a bombing squadron 
here who always devotes a few 
minutes to prayer after his plane 
takes off on a bombing mission. 
The others on his crew take a 
more cynical attitude toward life, 
but they respect this man’s right 
to pray if he wants to.

A pilot 
who has been on 30 bombing mis- 
sions, some of them very danger- 
ous, said to me: 


“Why, I wouldn’t be an infantry 
officer at twice the pay. Those 
fellows really have to take chances. 
And, man, it’s one thing to be 
delivering bombs; it's another 
thing to be on the receiving: end. 
I got caught once on an airfield 
during a Jap raid and had to dive 
into a slit trench, Never had such 
a helpless feeling in my life.” 


Sure, they’re human, these fly- 
ers, just like anyone else. But they 
don't let themselves show it, and 
that takes courage. Recently, I 
was involved in a minor crackup 
of a transport plane in which most 
of the passengers were air force 
personnel. The ship blew a tire in 
landing, careened off the runway 
and turned over on its nose in a 
ploughed field. Tle shaken passen- 
gers made hasty exits and assem- 
bled silently outside the damaged 
plane. It was an American ser- 
geant, veteran of several crackups, 
who broke the strained quiet:

FIGHT IN CENTRAL 
ITALY IS IN'FOURTH 
PHASE AT VOLTURNO

NAPLES, Oct. 9.—What can be 
regarded as the third phase of 
our operations in Central Italy 
has been completed with the ar- 
rival of Allied forces on the 
southern bank of the Volturno 
River, where the Germans estab- 
lished their forward defense posi- 
tions after their withdrawal from 
Naples eight days ago. 

It is up to us now to puncture 

these defenses and gain control 
of the river crossings before we 
can hope to resume our general 
advances, The job will be com- 
plicated by extensive mine fields 
which the Germans have planted 
around the river, by their inten- 
sive demolition work and by their 
artillery and infantry. This is 
certainly not Boing to be easy 
and it would be foolish to assume 
that we are going to march to 
Rome immediately after this next 
step is accomplished. 
What we have to look forward 
to is a series of shoves, each of 
which will entail the massing of 
troops and materials at the end 
of a long and difficult supply line 
and each of which will carry us 
only as far as the next point the 
Germans choose to defend. 


Nazis Getting Out 
Of Baltic States, 
Stockholm Hears 


Colonists Already on 
Move, Troops to 
Evacuate by Oct. 31, 
Reports Say.

EPORTS reaching Sweden to- 
R sien said the Germans intend 

to evacuate the Baltic states 
by Oct. 31. 

The invasion-jittery Nazis ac- 
knowledged that American and 
British air armadas control the 
skies over much of Germany and 
Europe and that naval supremacy 
in the Mediterranean permits the 
Allies to strike anywhere in the 
Balkans. 

German heavy guns and troops 
already are being withdrawn east 
of Leningrad, and some evacua- 
tion of troops from the Peterhof 
district began last week, Finnish 
information said. 


The Germans are reported to 
have been working frantically to 
fortify a line running south from 
Narva on the Russian-Estonian 
border, but Estonian refugees said 
the type of fortifications being 
built indicated the Nazis intended 
to uge them only for delaying ac- 
tion.

report that the Germans 
move out of the Baltic 
by the end of the month 
from Nazis in Sweden. 
was no confirmation from 
others in touch with the Baltic 
states, although they said thou- 
sands of guerrillas in Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania, with large 
quantities of cached arms, some 
light artillery and even a few 
tanks, were ready to fight the 
Germans if they retreat before the 
Russian offensive, The guerrillas 
would fight independently of the 
Communist partisans who already 
are harassing Nazi communication 


and transportation behind the 
lines. 

German colonists have been 
moving from the three Baltic 


states in recent weeks as reports 
circulated that the Nazis would be 
forced back at least to a line run- 
ning from Riga to Odessa. 

The spectacular extension of the 
Allied aerial offensive underscored 
United States and British air su- 
periority over Europe. Frankly 
confessing Germany’s inability to 
halt the aerial attacks, a spokes- 
man in Berlin could offer ag the 
only consolation for the Nazis the 
assertion that bombing would not 
win the war. ' 

The Berlin Boersen Zeitung 
printed a map showing how Ger- 
man troops moved northward from 
Sardinia to Corsica, then out of 
the port of Bastia to Leghorn in 
Italy, and some military observers 
also saw in the route a possible 
pattern for Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower to follow with an invasion 
army to try to split the German 
forces in Italy. 

There is considerable low coun- 

try around Leghorn which makes 
landing easier and defense more 
difficult. Such a maneuver might 
be a way of preventi..g Rome from 
becoming a battle zone. Swiss re- 
ports this week indicated Italian 
patriots control much of Central 
Italy to such an extent that Mar- 
shal Kesselring and Marshal Rom- 
mel are prevented from linking 
forces, 
The Germans were reported 
rushing work on new fortifications 
in the Jutland area of Denmark 
and to have laid extensive mine 
fields around North Sea points 
where the Allies might make an 
invasion try.

the fifth of a series of “orienta- 
tion” films which Gen. George C. 


Marshall, Chief of Staff, ordered 
made after American entrance 


into the war. The over-all title is 
“Why We Fight,” and the purpose 
is to teach the background of the 
conflict to soldiers in the United 
States Army. The first of the 
group, “The Prelude to War,” was 
issued to commercial theaters 10 
months ago. 


All the others have been denied 
to the public, which, quite as 
much as the Army, clearly needs 
and could profit by such inval- 
uable orientation. The situation 
is ascribed partly to squabbles be- 
tween the War Department and. 
the Office of War Information, but 
chiefly to the motion picture in- 
dustry, which has little relish for 
expert Government competition. 

Out of a mountain of miscellane- 
ous material — captured German 
films, official] Russian films made 
available exclusively for this pro- 
duction and numerous other 
sources—there has been achieved 
a marvel of synthesis which was 
able to hold the spectators spell- 
bound for an hour and a half. 
The director was Lt. Col. Anatole 
Litvak, a veteran of World War I, 
who in civilian life was responsible 
for such productions as ‘“Mayer- 
ling,” “Confessions of a Nazi Spy” 
and “This Above All.” 


Traces Course of War. 


The story traces the course of 
events from the Nazi attack on the 
Soviet Union to the victory of Sta- 
lingrad, which is portrayed as the 
turning point of German failure 
on the Eastern front. By way of 
prelude, there were rapid flashes 
from Russian historic films unfa- 
miliar in this country. They depict 
the rout of the Teutonic Knights 
in 1244, under the leadership of 
Alexander Nevsky; the annihila- 
tion of Charles XII’s Swedish 
army at Poltava in 1709, and Na- 
poleon’s disastrous adventure of 
1812. 

Then are presented the reasons 
why Russia has #0 often been 
invaded, and why most of the as- 
saults have failed. The country’s 
vast resources of rich earth and 
fabulous storea of raw materials 
have offered an endless tempta- 
tion to conquerors. They have 
been defeated by Russia's colossal 
spaces, huge population and fiery 
love of country.

HE truth about postwar planning: there just isn’t any known 
Some plans have been put forward by various groups 
—labor, industry, finance, government planners—but they don’t 


mesh. None seems anywhere near becoming law. y 
The planners seem agreed on the name of the spook behind the 


door. It is unemployment. They 


remember sharply the drear win- 


ter of 33. They would like to avoid a return engagement. But the 
job the United States faces in readjusting its household after the 


war will be even more Herculean. 
Here is the job in a nutshell: 


Forty-six million were em- 
ployed in 1940. 


Sixty-two million are either 
fighting or working this year. 
Somehow the country must keep 
that higher figure at work, minus 
some women, older workers and 
youths, or we are headed for that 
escalator which dumped millions 
into the breadlines in the ’30s. 


The employment everyone is 
driving at when peace comes is 
somewhere between 56 and 60 mil- 
lion—10 million more than ever 
worked before in this country. 


Take a look at the groups whfch 
will be hunting jobs when the war 
ends: 


A large portion of the men 
and women in war plants. 

The returning service men, less 
the two or three millions most 
everyone supposes will remain in 
uniform. 


- The “displaced workers”; those 
who hold the jobs of service 
men just for the duration, 


The Department of Labor, in a 
report called “Employment After 
the War,” says we can expect 12 
million unemployed in the first 
half year after the war’s end, un- 
less public works projects are 
ready to go—and then, the depart- 
ment’s report expects unemploy- 
ment may not go beyond seven mil- 
lion. 

Appropriation Fights Likely. 

It is true that many postwar 
public works projects are in the 
blue print stage, but most of them 
face numerous appropriations 
fights which may consume valu- 
able time, since there is plenty of 
latent opposition to another Gov- 
ernment works program. 


Part of the unemployment aches 
may be bypassed if Germany sur- 
renders before Japan does. Pre- 
sumably we could shift at least 
some of our war workers into 
peace production then, maybe 
some of the service men. Then 
when the second lot came home, 
the peacetime machinery would be 
in place, some production going, 
some markets determined. 


We're not alone in the dllemma, 
but Canada, New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia already have adopted de- 
mobilization plans, and Belgium, 
Central Europe, Norway and China 
have postwar committees at work. 
To say nothing of the much-dis- 
cussed Beveridge plan of England. 

Here are some of the special job 
hunt troubles which can happen: 


Suppose Joe comes home from 
the South Pacific to get his old 
haberdashery job in Fargo, N. D., 
and the store folded a year after 
the war began? Suppose Harry, 
with two children, learned to be a 
spot welder, and we don’t need so 
many welders in peacetime, and 
all Harry had before the war was 
a WPA job? Suppose John comes 
back to his newspaper desk, and 
displaces Al, who didn’t go to 
war because he limps? And what 
about the Helens who are turning 
out planes, fuses, parachutes? 

The worry is not what happens 
personally to Joe, Harry, Al and 
Helen. But when they're out of 
jobs, they'll cut their spending, 
even if they have war bonds. 

So what happens at the fac- 
tories? The vice-president § in 
charge of marketing will sound 
the alarm, “Cut production. We 
can't sej]l that much.” The per- 
sonnel man will have to lay off 
workers, who will have to count 
their pennies—and here we g0 
again; hold your hats, and who 
wants to buy my apples?

Employers Organize. 


Business men seem to have 
learned they must try to keep up 
employment. They’re organizing 
now a sort of private NRA, called 
the Committee for Economic De- 
velopment—CED, It is made up 
of employers, divided into 12 dis- 
tricts, each of which is trying to 
solve its own problems of finance, 
production and hiring. : 

The CED's job, as described by 
Paul G. Hoffman, president of the 
Studebaker Corporation, is placing 
the emphasis on the money side: 
They're hunting incentives for 
“venture capital,” an unknown 
quantity which is getting much so- 
licitous attention; they're seeking 
the “impact of taxation on incen- 
tives”; they want “fair, quick set- 
tlements of war contracts, a solu- 
tion to how to “dispose” of war 
plants, and what to do with sur- 
plus war stocks. 

Cities and towns that vary in 
size are engaging in spontaneous, 
local plans to meet their own 
potential employment troubles. 
Hundreds of communities are half- 
way along to hiring programs. 
States also are doing this. 

James B. Carey, secretary-treas- 
urer of the CIO, wants men from 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the CIO and the AFL to sit 
down together and get a plan. He 
omits members of Congress — al- 
though it’s a good bet Congress 
will have to pass both appropria- 
tions and laws to meet the peace, 
and might well sit in on the delib- 
erations. 

The National Resources Plan- 
ning Board has several concrete 


frighten some groups as much as 
unemployment, since the NRPB 
represents government control. 
Here are some NRPB ideas: 
It wants “cushions” for the job- 
less. It suggests for the returned 
service man a three-month fur- 


lough with base pay, not to exceed ‘ 


$100 a month, with family allow- 
ances. And if he’s still jobless, 26 
weeks of unemployment insurance 
pay, providing he registers with 
the United States employment 
service, 

It wants tuition and allowance 
for service men who wish to fin- 
ish their education, and it suggests 
offices near demobilization points 
to direct men to jobs and training. 

For war workers, it recommends 
an immediate study of war con- 
tracts to determine which could 
be continued for a while, in order 
to spread out the numbers hunting 
jobs in any given month. It wants 
speedy settlement of war con- 
tracts that are unfilled when peace 
comes, so that employers can turn 
that cash into peace production. 

The NRPB echoes what many 
say: Demobilization must be 
slowed so that soldiers will return 
to the labor market at a rate at 
which the market can hire them. 
It thinks service men should be 
demobilized this wise: First, mar- 
ried men with dependents, then 
married men, unmarried men with 
dependents, and last; single men. 
It would like immediate release 
for men who can start a new busi- 
ness, hire others, or who can fill 
jobs in industries where there 
might be a labor shortage. 

NRPB, labor and some business 
men say that Government must 
take up the slack, hire those who 
can’t find jobs. NRPB says this 
need not mean “made work.” It 
suggests repair and modernization 
of transportation, clearing slums, 
building low-cost houses, new ter- 
minals for air and railroads, elec- 
trification, flood control, refores- 
tation, expansion of public health, 
including new hospitals. 

NRPB expects the shift will 
take two years, and says we can’t 
depend on a “back to the land” 
movement. But it points out the 
Army and Navy now holds 20 mil- 
lion acres, some of it good farm 
land, which should be sold back to 
the original owners or to veterans 
who could husband the land well. 


Labor Department View. 

The Department of Labor says: 
“This can be stated flatly: Dis- 
charges from the armed forces and 
war production will rapidly outrun 
new job opportunities. Millions 
will be looking for work.” 

The labor department names 
places which will be hit hard—lit- 
tle towns like Choteau, Ok., and 
Pine Bluff, Ark., which now have 
big war plants. Michigan will have 
six million demobilized service men 
and war workers; actually 16 per- 
sons for every 10 pre-war jobs. 

In Connecticut, Washington, and 
Indiana, the ratio will be 14% to 
10. In North Dakota, the Caro- 
linas, Mississippi, Wyoming, Ver- 
mont and Montana, 12 to 10. In 
San Diego and Wichita the prob- 
lem will be pronounced; both had 
six times more war workers in late 
1942 than they had on peace jobs 
in 1937. And in Portland, Ore., 
and Seattle there has been a 200 
per cent war increase. 

The layoffs, says the depart- 
ment’s report, will hit certain em- 
ployers most—manufacturing, Gov- 
ernment service, transportation 
and utilities. But they see expan- 
sion in trade, construction, fi- 
nance, services and the self-em- 
ployed. 

The most euphoric group of war 
workers, the plane makers, they 
say, may as well face the fact 
that one-half million workers 
won't be making planes in peace 
time, 


Effect on Other Industries. 

Shipbuilding will be almost as 
bad, although the layeffs will come 
more slowly. Iron and steel, chem- 
icals and petroleum products, will 
cut back severely. Aluminum and 
other non-ferrous metals will de- 
cline. The auto industry, with 800,- 
000 on war production, will drop 
to 200,000 during conversion, then 
climb back to 600,000, 

But some factories will be hiring 
—those making refrigefators, sew- 
ing machines, electrical appliances, 
textiles, leather, lumber and paper. 

There are occupations to con- 
sider. Some will drop a good many 
workers such as welders, riveters, 
turret lathe operators, machinists, 
tool and die makers, 

Most of the so-talled “postwar 
plans” are really just a listing of 
the problems so far. Only the 
NRPB, among those I've read, 
makes specific proposals, like that 
$100 a month to service men. 

There is, of course, the possibil- 
ity that the Government has a 
master plan which cannot be an- 
nounced at this time because of 
the current worry in Washington 
over declining production. Wash- 
ington seems to think that any 
energy diverted from war to peace 
is dangerous. 

But there is also this factor, 
mentioned in some _ discussions: 
Some of those who are now drop- 
ping war jobs may be hunting a 
peacetime job that will take them 
through a possible depression; 
workers who might stay on the job 
if they felt sure of an _ orderly

“Shortly after we signed the 
Texas leases we were offered a 
very high price to surrender them 
to a major company without drill- 
ing,” Cowden says, “but we intend 
to use them ourselves. We have 
just received priorities for drilling, 
and will put down two wells, each 
7000 feet deep. They will cost 
$70,000 each and should produce, 
over a series of years, crude oil 
of many times that value. This 
oil will not be produced for spec- 
ulation, but is to be traded for oil 
owned by other producers near 
our refineries.” 

Then Cowden makes a remark 
utterly unprecedented in the oil 
business: “We expect these wells 
in Texas to make savings as great 
as those of our 14 wells in Kan- 
sas.” Not a whisper of profits, 
only a reference to savings for 
consumers, 

The point is, under the prin- 
ciples of consumer co-operation, 
there can be no profit, unless it 
be possible for a consumer to make 
a profit off himself. Even so, an 
Oklahoma oil editor has given it 
as his opinion that the farmers 
rank among the largest inde- 
pendent oil companies. “The co- 
operatives today are becoming a 
rea) factor in oil, as they have 
been in agricultural marketing. 
merchandising and other efforts,” 
he declares. 

One farmer in every seven to- 
day obtains his supplies through 
his own agencies, One-fifth of all 
farm consumption of gasoline and 
oil is handled in this way. 

One of the largest co-operative 
empires in the United States is 
that of the Missouri Farmers’ As- 
sociation, with 63,000 members and 
a combined volume last year of ap- 
proximately 104 million dollars, on 
which net savings exceeded $2,500,- 
000. 
This enterprise, which has its 
headquarters at Columbia, recently 
bought an old refinery at Chanute, 
Kan., and has 300 retail gasoline 
outlets together with 40 bulk plants 
from which deliveries of tractor 
fuel and oil are made directly to 
farms. Its 278 affiliated farmer 
co-operatives include five cream- 
erles and milk processing plants 
at Cabool, Chillicothe, Emma, 
Kirksville and Springfield and five 
central produce plants, dressing 
poultry, marketing. eggs and wool, 
at Clinton, Sedalia, Shelbina, 
Springfield and St. Louis, two feed 
mills at Mexico and _ Springfield 
and a 6500,000-bushel elevator at 
Aurora. Its wholesale grocery, in- 
cluding a coffee roastery, supplies 
more than 200 local exchanges. 
All this is in addition to four live- 
stock commission companies, its 
own stockyards at Springfield, and 
grain commission agencies on the 
board of trade in Kansas City and 
St. Louis. 

Movement in Illinois. 

In Illinois last year, three pri- 
vately-owned freezer locker plants, 
at Clinton, Winchester and Vir- 
ginia, were converted into co-oper- 
atives. The Illinois Agricultural 
Association concluded in its anaual 
report that the business experience 
gained in operating these cold 
storage units would be of inestima- 
ble value to farm leaders, “should 
they ever desire to shorten still 
further the route of meat products 
from producer to consumer.” 

The Country Life Insurance Co., 
one of the group operated in the 
name of the Illinois farmers, re- 
ports policies in force amounting 
to about 190 million dollars. It 
holds more than 17 million dollars 
in bonds of public utilities, major 
oil firms and governmental issues, 
but shows no holdings in co-opera- 
tive enterprises. Several other 
farm groups, notably the Ohio 
Farm Bureau Federation, have in- 
surance sidelines of notable propor- 
tions, and two own banks. The 
Farm Bureau group at Columbus, 
O., has just completed purchase of 
the controlling stock in a large 
Maryland insurance corporation, 
the second old line concern to be 
so acquired. The Ohio farmers’ au- 
tomobile insurance company is the 
fourth largest mutual in the na- 


on.

making farm deliveries of feed, 
fertilizer and petroleum products, 
had a co-operative trade of almost 
13 million dollars last year, and 
paid patronage dividends of 
$902,000, The short 
plies has led to ifs participation 
in establishment of a feed mill at 
Hammond, Ind., in conjunction 
with the Farm Bureaus of Indi- 
ana, Wisconsin and Michigan. Al- 
though it has no refinery, the II- 
linois group maintains its own 
towboat and three barges, a single 
tow of ‘which moves to its river 
terminals the equivalent of 135 
railroad tank cars, 


Manufacturing. 

On the manufacturing side, this 
summary has taken no account of 
the wide development in process- 
ing of food, fiber and vegetable oil 
not sold to co-operative consum- 
ers, but for war uses, New facili- 
ties for the drying of eggs and 
milk, concentration of citrus juices 
and dehydration of fruits and 
vegetables have been established 
by producer co-operatives. As a 
result of this expansion, several of 
the regional co-operatives are 
planning to bid in some of the im- 
mense war plants, erected with 
government funds, which will have 
to be disposed of after the war 
ends. 

On an immense grain terminal 
at Indianapolis the Indiana Farm 
Bureau has painted a sign which 
reads: “Farmers have paid for 
many elevators, but this one they 
own,” I, H, Hull, manager of these 
Indiana enterprises, says farmers 
learned many years ago that it is 
the user who builds an industry. 

The Hoosier saying, “Factories 
are free,” is more often heard 
than anything by James Whit- 
comb Riley or George Ade. 

“In seven years farmers’ storage 
fees paid for this terminal twice,” 
Hull explains. “The third time, we 
got a deed, and our people now 
save enough to pay for it every 
three and a half years.”

Previous Films. 


“Battle of Russia,” was preceded 
by the following productions, all 
four of which were directed by Lt. 
Col. Frank Capra: “The Prelude 
to War,” a summary of Axis ag- 
gression from Manchuria to Po- 
land; “The Nazis Strike,” in which 
the Russo-German pact was por- 
trayed as an important element in 
the combinations enabling Hitler 
to launch his career of conquest; 
“Divide and Conquer,” which de- 
picted the fall of France; and 
“Battle of Britain,” which glorified 
the defeat of the Luftwaffe by the 
Royal Air Force. The entire series 
was created by the Special Serv- 
ices Division of the Army Service 
Forces, 


Inquiry by the Post-Dispatch 
elicited a statement from the OWI 
that “The Prelude to War” was 
wrested from the War Depart- 
ment, for public exhibition, only at 
the cost of a “knockdown, drag- 
out fight.”

British Get Some

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Publisher symposium argued that 
Elmer Davis should insist on the 
rights of OWI, and should he fail, 
bring the issue of military censor- 
ship officially into the open by 
resigning. Davis's resignation, 
with whatever verbal blast he saw 
fit to accompany it, would not 
solve the problem.

Two Practicable Remedies. 


Two more practicable remedies 
are available. 3 

The first is that President Roose- 
velt and the higher civilian offi- 
cials, particularly in the War and 
Navy Departments, make their 
own decisions as to what informa- 
tion the public is entitled to have, 
taking into account the caution of 
the military minds regarding “se- 
curity.” 

The other is the appointment of 
civilian officials, possibly with the 
ranks of Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy and Assistant Secretary 
of War, to handle the public rela- 
tions of these two departments. 
On this point, it may be recalled 
that Brendan Bracken has British 
Cabinet rank. These two civilians 
—they well might be newspaper 
publishers or editors—could attend 
all important departmental confer- 
ences and note what information 
they thought the public should 
have. If the military officers 
argued that publication of this in- 
formation would aid the enemy, 
the burden of proof would be on 
the military, with the possibility 
that the military decision would be 
overruled by the civilian authori- 
ties, as Prime Minister Churchill 
makes his own decisions on such 
questions. 


Oareerists at Disadvantage. 


As the situation is today, the 
public relations of the two depart- 
ments are in the hands of two 
career officers, Maj. Gen. Alexan- 
der D. Surles for the Army, and 
Capt. Leland P. Lovette for the 
Navy. These men co-operate with 
Elmer Davis and his civilian liai- 
son officials. Surles and Lovette 
are competent within the limits of 
their authority, but, like all career 
officers, they must show the cus- 
tomary deference to their official 
superiors. If these superiors veto 
a proposal, the subordinates can 
express their own views aggres- 
sively only up to a certain point. 

It has been said that the execu- 
tive order creating the OWI gave 
Elmer Davis adequate authority to 
compel the military to release 
whatever information he thought 
fit. This may be true, on paper, 
but in practice this authority has 
not been recognized by the top 
military and naval officials. As 
Davis has said, “In any decisive 
fight between Gen. Marshall, Adm. 
King and Gen. Davis, it would be 
Gen. Davis who would. have to go.” 

In his New York speech, Davis 
disclosed that even Secretary of 
the Navy Frank Knox, himself a 
publisher, had not been able to 
break down the censorship wall 
built up by career officers. 

“It has been an _ indubitable 
fact,” Davis said, “that the Navy 
has been less inclined than the 
Army to release news. This is not 
the fault of Secretary Knox or of 
the public relations officers, but 
for many years the Navy has had 
a tradition of keeping its mouth 
shut, and after 16 months of try- 
ing to get news from them I can 
tell you that it is pretty tough to 
work against that tradition.” 

A Matter of Guessing. 

Just as the candid example of 
Churchill has been followed by 
British officialdom, the general re- 
pression policy of American mili- 
tary careerists has been followed 
by subordinates who try to guess 
what their superiors want and 
often guess wrong. 

Davis, aided by the pressure 
from American newspaper men, 
has been making some headway 
with the military minds. In this 
he has the active support of Ste- 


‘phen T. Early, the President's press 


secretary, and Wayne Coy, as- 
sistant director of the budget, who 
has more power in such niatters 
than most persons realize. All 
three are former newspaper men 
who know the problems of pub- 
lication as well as those of gov- 
ernment. 

Roscoe Drummond, chief of the 
Washington Bureau of the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor, summed up 
the present situation for Editor 
and Publisher in these words: 

“There is greater danger today 
of an under-informed democracy 
and an over-informed enemy.” 

Until the military minds can be 
forced to revise their definitions 
of “military security” that danger 
will continue and this country will 
continue to get much of its war 
news from London. 


Department’s productions to the 
industry, and that it has no power 
to compel their exhibition in com- 
mercial theaters.

They admitted that the 
release of “Battle of Britain” has 
been authorized in the United 
Kingdom. Travelers recently re- 
turned from London have assured 
me that “Battle of Britain,” though 
still withheld from the American 
public, hag begun to appear in 
commercial theaters all over the 
British Isles. 

It has been learned also that 
Soviet representatives in this coun- 
try were delighted with “Battle of 
Russia,” and are negotiating, with 
every prospect of success, for its 
release to the U. S. R. R. for pop-

board chairman of First National 
and then president of the Bank of 
Wisconsin, of which he and asso- 
ciates had obtained control. Chain 
banking was then sweeping the 
country, and Wisconsin Bank- 
shares swallowed both First Na- 
tional and the Bank of Wisconsin. 
Crowley went to work for the 
chain as purchaser of other banks, 
and was thus employed when the 
depression arrived, 

As a Democrat in Wisconsin, 
Crowley was almost a man without 
a party. Politics in that State con- 
sisted of battles between two Re- 
publican factions, the Conserva- 
tives.and La Follette Progressives. 
The chief function of the under- 
nourished Democrats was rounding 
up delegates to national conven- 
tions, much as Republican dele- 
gates are mustered in the Demo- 
cratic South. 

Down the Line for Al Smith. 

In 1925, however, Crowley and 
his friends elected a Mayor of 
Madison, He was Albert G. Schme- 
deman, who had been Minister to 


Norway during the Wilson admin- 
istration. Three years later, Crow- 
ley went down the line for Albert 
E. Smith. He switched to the 
Roosevelt movement before the 
1932 convention and took an active 
part in the campaign of that year. 

In order to help the Roosevelt 
ticket, but with no hope of 
local victory, Crowley persuaded 
Schmedeman to be the Democratic 
candidate for governor. It hap- 
pened that Philip LaFollette lost 
the Republican nomination to Wal- 
ter J. Kohler, and threw the Pro- 
gressive organization behind 
Schmedeman. To the Mayor's 
astonishment, he was borne to vic- 
tory in a Democratic landslide. 
So as to have a full ticket, the 
Democrats had more or less picked 
names from a hat. The result 
was that a majority in the lower 
house of the Legislature and the 
balance of power in the Senate 
fel] into the hands of newcomers 
with no experience and little inter- 
est in public affairs. After one 
glance, Schmedeman, the first 
Democratic governor of Wisconsin 
in 40 years, called on Crowley for 
help. 

The latter, who became Gover- 
nor in all but name, won an ex- 
perience while keeping the legis- 
lature in hand which was to stand 
him in good stead afterward in 
his relations with Congress. 
Schmedeman also dumped into his 
lap the problem of failing banks. 
Crowley organized and became 
Chairman of a State Banking Re- 
view Board, 

First Contacts with Washington. 

His activities in this position 
brought him for the first time 
upon the capital scene. Frequent 
trips to Washington acquainted 


him with Henry Morgenthau Jr., 
then governor of the Farm Credit 
Administration. He made Crowley 
head of the FCA regional office 
at St. Paul. A year later he be- 
came chairman of the Federal De- 
posit Insurance Corporation. 


His second Federal job resulted 
from a tempest of teacup dimen- 
sions which was prophetic of the 
Jones-Wallace row. During March, 
1942, the President determined to 
reanimate the Office of Alien 
Property Custodian, which Presi- 
dent Wilson instituted in 1917 and 
which for eight years had rested 
at the Department of Justice in a 
state of suspended animation. Jur- 
isdiction was demanded by Attor- 
ney General Biddle on the ground 
that the agency was already in his 
possession, Morgenthau argued 
that the Treasury's Foreign Funds 
Control had been operating in the 
field since April, 1940. Roosevelt 
dashed both claimants aside and 
gave the post to Crowley. 


As if in preparation for his 
appointment as economic warfare 
director, Crowley during 1942 car- 
ried on a number of his own cam- 
paigns, particularly with respect 
to enemy concerns in Latin Amer- 
ica with interlocking companies in 
the United States. For example, 
he seized the stock of Central 
American Plantations, a $7,000,000! 
American corporation, German 
owned, and resold it to the govern- 
ment of Guatemala. It deals in 
bananas, coffee and cinchona bark. 
The entire output of this source 
of quinine is under a 30-year con- 
tract with the Office of Economic 
Warfare. 


No Brawls in Public. 


One thing that appears certain 
is that Crowley will indulge in no 
public brawls with anyone, He 
is on friendliest terms with Cor- 
dell Hull. Unlike Wallace and 
Perkins, he will submit whole- 
heartedly to guidance by the Sec- 
retary of State in matters of for- 
eign policy, 

Of particular interest are the 
fraternal relations which Crowley 
has maintained with Secretary 
Jones, in the reorganization of 
economic warfare, which resulted 
from the July shakeup. The Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, 
controlled by Jones, has 12 subsid- 
iaries. Four of these, engaged ex- 
clusively in the foreign field, were 
transferred bodily to the Office of 
Economic Warfare. They are the 
Export-Import Bank of Washing- 
ton, the Rubber Development Cor- 
poration, the United States Com- 
mercial Co, and the Petroleum Re- 
serve Corporation. 


The reign of the Secretary of 
Commerce continued unimpaired 
over four of five RFC subsidiaries 
which operate exclusively in the 
domestic field. These are the 
RFC Mortgage Co., the Federal 
National Mortgage Association, 
the Disaster Loan Corporation and 
the War Damage Corporation. The 
fifth, the Rubber Reserve Co., in 
charge of the synthetic rubber 


program, was left in the hands of 


the Rubber Administration of the 
War Production Board. 
Job of Unscrambling. 

The other three subsidiaries op- 
erate both at home and abroad. 
They are the Defense Plant Cor- 
poration, the Defense Supplies 
Corporation and the Metals Re- 
serve Co. The executive order of 
July 15 transferred their foreign 
activities to Crowley and left their 
domestic functions in possession 
of Secretary Jones. In unscram- 
bling these agencies, it has been 
Crowley’s plan to incorporate their 
overseas operations in the U. S. 
Commercial Co., formerly a hush- 
hush establishment connected with 
preclusive buying, which is emerg- 
ing as economic warfare’s most 
important branch. 

The Petroleum Reserve Corpo- 
ration was organized last July 1 to 
acquire and stockpile petroleum ~ 
and petroleum products from 
sources outside the United States. It 
exists as yet only on paper, and is 
expected in due course to wind up 
in the capacious embrace of Pe- 
troleum Administrator Harold L. 
Ickes. The Rubber Development 
Corporation, an offshoot of the 
Rubber Reserve Co. was set up 
last February to develop and pro- 
cure natural rubber in foreign 
countries. Before Crowley took it 
over, this agency was under the 
jurisdiction of the Rubber Admin- 
istrator. 

Export-Import Bank. 

The most painful wound suffered 
by Jones was probably the loss of 
the Export-Import Bank, which 
had served chiefly as an implement 
of the State Department in its 
Good Neighbor promotion in Latin 
America. As chairman of the 
board of directors, Jones held the 
institution’s purse strings, and 
thereby acquired high merit south 
of the Rio Grande. Like the RFC 
Mortgage Co. and the Federal Na- 
tional Mortgage Association, the 
Export-Import Bank has been a 
consistent earner of profits, and 
contributed no red ink to the Sec- 
retary’s beloved account books. 

Also, Crowley obtained what 
Wallace had long demanded in 
vain—a large measure of financial 
independence of RFC. Until Con- 
gress sees fit to appropriate oper- 
ating money directly to economie 
warfare, Secretary Jones, as auto- 
crat of RFC, will continue to act 
as basic banker for this activity, 
but checks for individual transac- 
tions are now signed by Crowley 
instead of by Jones or his subordi- 
nates, and funds are supplied in 
lump loans, on directives indorsed 
by War Mobilization Director 
James F. Byrnes. 

Thus, in the foreign economic 
field, Crowley is vested with pow- 
ers which neither Wallace nor 
Jones ever dreamed of requesting. 
Two measures taken by Crowley 
must have been especially consol- 
ing to the Secretary of Commerce, 
The four RFC subsidiaries trans 
ferred to Crowley continue to be 
staffed by Jones appointees, and 
retain their old habitat under the 
roof of the giant RFC Building on 
Fifteenth ' street,

Nazis’ Version of War. 
Boats from Bryant’s squadron 
operated in the Sicily invasion, led 
landing parties onto several is- 
lands around the Gulf of Naples 
and were in on the mainland in- 
vasion, 

“We talked to some . German 
prisoners we had taken off Sicily,” 
Elizey said, “they thought New 
York had been bombed off the 
map, that the Japanese had landed 
on the west coast and occupied 
San Francisco and that the Ger- 
man army was as far west as 
Chicago. 

“When we told them our planes 
had been bombing German cities 
they sat down and cried like 
babies.” 

The Arab squadron had its be- 
ginning with the invasion of North 
Africa, when six boats came in 


with the first wave of troops, 


ishooting out searchlights. Later 


they carried troops along the 
coastline to land them at strategic 
points, 

In the latter part of May, Bryant 
arrived from the United States 
with some new ARBS manned by 
green skippers and crews. He add- 
ed these to those already in North 
African ports and has a squadron 
for special operations in the Sicil- 
ian invasion. 


- Groups Organized, 


“Tt was one hell of a job,” Bryant 
said. “Each skipper had operated 
independently for so Jong that it 
was difficult for them to become 
part of an organization which re- 
stricted their freedom and offered 
them nothing in return. Actually 
we were not a squadron, but just 
a collection. 

“I set up an organization, I 
named Warrant Machinist George 
S. Peltier of Detroit as engineering 
officer. He had two boxes of spark 
plugs and a monkey wrench, I 
elected Dick Heath of Boston nav- 
igation officer. He had to beg, bor- 
row or steal his charts from larger 
ships.” 

Lieut. Sam Schwartz, New York 
City, became the squadron’s pro- 
curement officer because of his 
knack of finding supplies and 
equipment where no one else 
could. He found radios for the 
boats with no radios and ammu- 
nition for guns which had nothing 
to shoot. He haunted docks and 
large ships for tools, motor parts, 
radios, food and equipment. 

The boys went on a suicide mis- 
sion when they took part in a di- 
version operation west of the main 
invasion front in Sicily. It was 


their job to get shot at and they 
were not disappointed. Ellzey had

$T. JOHN'S EVANGELICAL 
TO KEEP SOTH ANNIVERSARY 


St. John’s Evangelical and Re- 
formed Church, Grand boulevard 
and Lee avenue, will observe the 
ninetieth anniversary of its found- 
ing at 10:30 a. m. next Sunday, .in 


special services at which the Rev. 
Carl Klein, promotional secretary, 
will be guest speaker. At 7:45 
Pp. m. an entertainment program, 
including a film, “The New Com- 
mandment,” will be presented. 

St. John’s church was founded 
in 1853 in a Baptist church at 
Twelfth and O’Fallon streets by a 
group composed chiefly of emi- 
grants from Central European 
countries. The basement of the 
first church, at Fourteenth and 
Madison streets, was built later 
the same year, and the super- 
structure was added two years 
later. A parochial school building 
was erected during the Civil War. 

The present church, valued at 
$125,000, was dedicated in 1923. 
It has 523 members, besides a 
Sunday school enrollment of 350. 


A framed photograph and map 
have been placed at 19 South 
Fourth street by the Young Men’s 


division of the Chamber of Com- 
merce to mark the site of the 
north line of the Spanish fort San 
Carlos. 

The fort, a stone tower con- 
structed in 1780 at the present in- 
tersection of Fourth and Walnut 
streets, was the key in 
the early breastworks which sur- 
rounded the village at that time. 
At Fort San Carlos St. Louisans 
repulsed a British-Indian attack 
on May 26, 1780, in a battle im- 
portant in the Revolutionary War. 

This marker completes the se- 
ries placed by the Young Men’s 
division of the Chamber indicat- 
ing structures in early village de- 
fenses.

PLANS PRESERVED 
TO REBUILD BOMBED 
BRITISH EDIFICES 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


LONDON, Oct. 9.—Thanks to the 
National Buildings Record and its 
collection of 170,000 photographs, 
Britain’s historic architecture will 
be able to take its place beside the 
stream-lined buildings of the post- 
war world, 

For two years now—since 1941, 
when famous buildings were being 
bombed almost ‘nightly — members 
of this organization have been 
combing the country for old archi- 
tectural prints, students’ scale 
drawings of every building of his- 
toric or artistic interest. These 
are pieced together, like clews in a 
detective novel, to enable recon- 
struction of the original edifice. 

Although the organization has a 
grant from the British Treasury, 
the Rockefeller Institute financed 
the first four months of its work 
in especially vulnerable areas; and 
additional funds from thg Pilgrim 
Trust and the Leverhulme Trust 
have enabled it to expand its acti- 
vities still further. 

The recording job will take an- 
other three years to finish. In the 
meantime, the records already 
made are so complete that archi- 
tects would have little difficulty in 


replacing many ruined buildings.

His Popularity Has 
rlim a Bit Puzzled

F you ever admit the name Harry James draws a blank in 
| your mind; if you say, vaguely, “Harry James—oh, he trum- 
pets, doesn’t he?” you might as well hang your head—because

ting, and bank up the fire— 
because it’s too, too bad but 
non-Harry-James-enthusiasts 
are Out of It All today. 
This isn’t James’ own opin- 
ion, either. In spite of the 
raving maniacs that rush 
him for autographs when he 
bobs his leonine head out of 
doers, in spite of the top sal- 
aries movie moguls bait him 
with, in spite of the way he 
has been topping all radio 
polls for popularity, Harry 
himself behaves as if he 
didn’t quite believe it all.

HARRY JAMES—NUMBER ONE gains the impression, upon 
MAN ON THE TRUMPET, meeting America’s Number 
One man on the trumpet, that he’s still a bit puzzled as to how 
it all happened. You might say he's a little slap-happy with the 
furore. He's the same hard-working musician that he has al- 
ways been; the same careful band leader; the same simple, 
straightforward fellow he was when he took over his first band 
at the age of 23.

@ YOU FIND THESE TRUTHS out when you are al- 
lowed backstage at the broadcasting studio where he is re- 
hearsing for any one of the six shows he puts on every week— 
complete with 28-piece band. The band is arranged in rows. 
A variegated group of musicians, they share a single-minded 
concentration on their instruments, and a tendency toward 
swaying in time to the tunes they play. And somewhere near 
the center of the half-circle of filled chairs, is a high stool, 
upon which the mighty James is seated—his long legs wrapped 
around the stool, his powerful shoulders undulating as his long 
hands finger the stops on his golden trumpet. If you weren't 
addicted to jive before, a few minutes in the control booth will 
change your life. After listening to a hot tune or two, your 
body begins to bob in time to the music; your throat constricts 
and you find yourself trying to hum along with that incredible 
horn of his. 
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Then, just when you are practically a “hep cat” in 
embryo, the band switches to a sweet, soft song. Your , 
limbs relax, the tenseness dies away—and there you are 
swaying romantically and looking through the empty, 
echoing hall for a moon to moon at. And all the time, 
there is James himself, lost in his work, his bright blue 
eyes closed ecstatically or gazing dreamily off in space; 
his lips pursed around the mouthpiece and the cords 
of his neck standing out as he pushes the air in through 
the tubes to come out Music with a capital M. 
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@ THE ADULATION OF CROWDS is not a new phenomenon 
to Harry. He was a circus star at the age of four. He was 
retired at seven as too old to be the second member of the 
team billed in the circus as “The Oldest and Youngest Contor- 
tionists in the World.” It was then that he took up music. 
His father, leader of the circus band, had married the star 
serialist. By the time he was 10, Harry was good enough on 
the trumpet to rate a spot in the band. A year later, he had 
graduated to soloist. For the next few years he worked with 
other circus bands, taking time out to settle down to his school- 
ing. But, with his diploma in hand, he went on to dance 
bands.

“The eating was a little irregular,” James said, wash- 
ing down the last mouthful of sandwich with a gulp 
of milk. “But we got along somehow. Then we hit— 
and—and you could have knocked me over with one of 
those feathers they talk about, I was that surprised!” 
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@ THE HIT HAPPENED in New York, last spring. It was 
such a resounding bang of a hit that it made history, in and out 
of band circles. It wads while the band was playing at the 
Paramount Theater on Broadway that the fans found him. 
“It was madness,” he said, “and out of a clear sky. I never was 
more surprised in my life—and I’ve been surprised plenty. The 
doors of the theater opened at 7 a. m. But the lines started 
forming outside hours and hours before. Our first show was 
at 9:30 in the morning—and our last at 12:50 of the next 
morning. Then the broadcasts went on, too. “We'll never do 
anything like that again—never!” 
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There seems to be the closest co-operation existing 

between the Music Masters and their Master of Music. 

“It can be very good, or very bad,” he said. “With us, 

we are lucky—it’s very good. We work together all 

the time and when we play, it is usually together. Out 

here now we have two baseball teams made up of the 

members. And when it isn’t baseball, we golf in batches 

for recreation.”

WHEN JAMES TALKS of his work, it is never with the 
actor’s “I” but always as “we,” bringing the band into it fully.

HEN you look out on the 
W field at Sportsman’s Park, as 

the Cardinals and Yankees 
meet in the world series, you will 
see four men in blue serge suits, 
one at home plate, and one near 
each of the other bases. Look 
keenly and do not under-estimate 
their importance. You will be 
looking at the nearest thing to 


absolute dictators that can be 
found in the United States. 


There is no higher court than 
the judgment of those men in 
blue. They are the umpires. Their 
word is law and their judgment 
cannot be reversed. If they call 
white black, it shall be black. If 
they call a strike a ball, or vice 
versa, you or the players will be 
wasting time if you haggle. For 
what they call it, so shall it be, 
even unto the end of time. 


The umpire is even more of a 
dictator than the traffic cop. The 
man on the motorcycle tells you 
you are speeding, or that the light 
was red before you crossed the 
street. If you talk fast enough 
or the blonde in the next seat has 
enough woo woo, the cop may 
reverse his decision. The umpires 
never. There is such profound 
power in his judgment that he 
can’t even reverse it himself, 


Baseball issues annually a vol- 
uminous record book including la- 
boriously worded rules. The rules 
say, in effect, that a strike is a 
ball pitched so that it passes over 
the plate in a zone between the 
knees and the shoulders of the 
batters. They say, too, that a 
batter who hits a grounder shall 
be out if the ball is fielded and 
held by a baseman touching first 
base before the batter can touch 
that same base with foot, hand 
or other part of his body. But 
the umpire is omnipotent. Really, 
a strike is a pitch that is called 
a strike. by the umpire. And a 
man may hit a grounder and beat 
the throw to first and still be 
out, because the umpire’s judg- 
ment so decides. 

Naturally such high authority 
demands that its custodians be 
men of unquestioned integrity, and 
so when you look at those men in 
blue, think twice before you call 
them robbers or bandits or bums. 
For umpires are honorable men, of 
spotless character, at whom the 
finger of suspicion has never been 
pointed. Ball players have been 
convicted, in baseball court at 
least, of the heinous crime of 
throwing ball games. But no um- 
pire has ever been known to do a 
dishonest thing on the ball field. 
We know of no other profession 
that can claim that E. H. award 
for eternal honesty, 
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HIS all doesn’t mean, of course, 
T that umpires are not human or 

that they never make mistakes, 
and so, come to think of it, after 
you have taken our advice to think 
twice, it will be perfectly all right 
for you to call them bandits and 
robbers, if they make mistakes or 
if you think they have made mis- 
takes. You will not offend them, 
for they have become accustomed 
to being boohed. And anything you 
may say, considering the restraints 
coincident with the fact that your 
grandma may be sitting next to 
you, will be as nothing to what the 
ball players have said and will say 
to them at closer ear shot. 

Time has woven a legend around 
the men who wear the blue serge. 
They have been pictured as lonely 
men, social outcasts, free to mingle 
in their leisure hours only with 
other umpires, or a few other 
hardy souls who don’t know any 
better or who don’t care, Like 
most legends, this one about um- 
pires is the bunk. They are happy, 
care-free citizens, off the ball field. 
They like movies and poker and 
congenial company and will bend 
the elbow, willingly if discreetly, 

And if you want to continue to 
have an allergy for umpires, to 
booh them sincerely, which is a 
common characteristic of the Fan- 
aticus Baseballicus Americanus, 
avoid personal contact with the 
members of the profession. For to 
know them individually is to like 
them. They have sons and brothers 
in the service, younger sons 
they’re sending through college, 
they like dogs and horses and de- 
spite all your previous convictions 
to the contrary, they do not 
strangle little children or kick 
grandmothers in the teeth.

right over the bag, hit him smack 
on the shin. And you'd never sus- 
pect that such a smart man, 80 
careful of his posture was the 
same one who last month was 
scratching his nose while the Na- 
tional Anthem was being played 
before a handful of cash customers 
at the same ball park. 

Just as the playing ranks o 
baseball have produced heroic 
figures—the Ruths and Sislers and 
Mathewsons and Deans—so um- 
piring has presented colorful char- 
acters. The first to come to mind 
of present day fans probably is 


‘Bill Klem, the Old Arbitrator, who 


by his own confession “never 
called one wrong in 37 years.” 
Bill, who now is supervisor of 
National League umpires, always 
added something to a game. He 
would draw a line, real or imagi- 
nary, on the field and no ball 
player ever disregarded Bill’s dic-

fiendish delight in banishing play- 
ers from the field, but that is not 
true. The man in blue boasts 
when he goes through a season 
without throwing anybody out of a 
game. 
“I didn’t even have to throw 
Frisch, Durocher or Wilson out of 
a game this year,” one of the boys 
in blue once said proudly as he 
packed up after the final game. 
And that really was something, 
because Frisch, Durocher and Wil- 
gon are the champion dissenters 
in the National League. And 
Frisch can think of extraordinary 
measures, designed to infuriate the 
officials. For instance during a 
period when he was being pitched 
out of the game every time he 
opened his mouth, a close play was 
called against him at third base. 
Instead of barking a protest, 
Frankie raised his hands toward 
the skies and swooned. And of

course, during the _ reviving, 
Frankie got the thumb. 

Another time Frank thought it 
was raining too hard for baseball 
and, finding an umbrella in the 
dugout, he opened it ostentatiously 
and walked toward the bullpen, 
allegedly to summon a relief pitch- 
er. Yes, he got the gate again. 

Casey Stengel, who matched 
Frisch, Durocher and Wilson until 
he went on crutches this season, 
after being hit by an automobile, 


once infuriated the umpires dur- - 


ing late-evening moments of a 
game he thought should be called 
on account of darkness, by point- 
ing a flashlight toward the dugout, 
as though to see about his pitch- 
ers there. 

Ball players also infuriate um- 
pires by thinking up unkind nick- 
names and seemingly mild wise 
cracks which are barbed. One um- 
pire chased a series of athletes for 
calling him “Meathead” and then 
“Potato-head.” After a play that 
Frisch didn’t like, he asked the 
umpire at third base if he hap- 
pened to have a cigar in his pocket. 

“No, Frank, I haven’t,” was the 
reply, “why did you think I 
would?” 

“Well,” cracked Frankie, “you 
look so much like a cigar store In- 
dian out there, I was just wonder- 
ing.” 

And we in the press box won- 
dered until that evening why 
Frisch suddenly was ordered offs 
the field. 
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EING human, umpires occa- 
B sionally make mistakes, but 

headquarters learned years ago 
that unswerving and unqualified 
backing for the boys in blue, right 
or wrong, was the wisest course to 
pursue. And because of the knowl- 
edge of that support and the futil- 
ity of protest, there have been 
fewer and fewer  anti-umpire 
brawls with the passing years. 
Players who create scenes likely 
to incite fans to riot are dealt with 
summarily. 

If a mistake involves a misinter- 
pretation of the rules, the club has 
a recourse, A game can be protest- 
ed and if it develops that the um- 
pire was wrong, the league presi- 
dent may order a replay. But as 
mentioned above, if it’s a matter 
of judgment, there is no appeal. 

For instance in an American 
League game in St. Louis several 
years ago, a visiting player hit a 
high drive down the left side line. 
The ball hit among the seats in 
the left field stand, plainly in foul 
territory, but the umpire called it 
fair and a home run, Indignant 
Brownie officials took photographs 
of the seat where the ball hit, and 
the photograph showed a slat, 
broken by the force of the drive. 
Affidavits supporting the facts 
were forwarded with the photo- 
graph to the American League of- 
fice. But it was a question of the 
umpire’s judgment. He thought the 
ball was fair. The drive will re-

main forever in the record book as 
a home run. 

In an important game between 
the Cardinals and Cubs of Chica- 
go at Sportsman’s Park several 
years ago, a Chicago infielder, tak- 
ing the double play throw, failed 
by ten feet to touch second base. 
But the umpire whose duty it was 
to call that play, didn’t see what 
happened. His comrades were 
quoted afterward as admitting 
that they tried to get the umpire's 
attention, to inform him of his 
mistake. But the umpire was stub- 
born, stuck to his decision and it 
cost each of the Cardinals money, 
for they lost the game on that de- 
cision and missed second place 
money by the margin of one game. 


The mistakes, of course, are 
rare. The umpire behind the plate 
makes more than 250 decisions a 
game on balls and strikes. He 
misses very few of them, And 
most of the close ones on the bases 
are called correctly. Umpires are 
selected with great care and must 
be keen of eye, agile (in the Na- 
tional League) and in control of 
tempers. With rare exceptions they 
command the respect of the 
players. 

Even Frisch, who kicks at the 
slightest pretext, has confidence in 
them. His conviction that they 
know what they are doing, caused

the best chance of his entire ca- 
reer to win a protest. 

In a game at Pittsburgh Frank 
thought a right-hander was going 
to pitch for the visitors and in 
his lineup, handed tto the umpires 
before the game, Stuart Martin 
was listed as his second baseman.

The um- 
pire agreed and called Gustine 
out, which was a mistake. The 
proper penalty would have been 
a $25 fine, imposed on Frisch, for 
failing to announce the lineup 


change, 
B pires must be right, merely 
tore up the batting order slip 
in high dudgeon, and the Pirates 
went on to lose the game. Had he 
protested that ruling, a misinter 
pretation of the rules, the hague 
would have been forced to sustain 
him. 

Lately ball players have been 
complaining of a. new technique 
practiced by some of the boys in 
blue. It is a soft answer to turn 
away wrath. And it works. 

During the Cardinals’ last east- 
ern trip of the season, Stanley 
Musial hit a slow grounder to the 
opposing shortstop and plainly beat 
the throw to first. Everybody in 
the park saw it that way except 
the umpire, who waved Musial out. 
Manager Billy Southworth of the 
Cardinals left the coach's box at 
third base and with his usual dig- 
nity spoke to the umpire about 
the decision. The umpire spoke 
more briefly and Southworth im- 
mediately retreated to his third- 
base station. 

“T'll say he stopped me,” Billy 
explained that evening when asked 
how it happened that the umpire 
silenced him so quickly, when the 
official was so obviously wrong. 
“He told me he had missed the 
play. And what was there for me 
to say in answer to that?” 

And so you see how it is. The 
umpire’s judgment is so all-pow- 
erful that he can’t even do any- 
thing about it himself, even if he 
knows he’s made a mistake. 

Anyhow, give some attention to 
those boys in blue. It's a morale 
boostep for ordinary mortals to 
see men who are always right.

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He Built a Co-operative Hospital 


But Despite Its Success, Dr. Michael Shadid Still Has to Battle His Medical Opponents

ELK CITY, Ok., Oct, 9. 

HE man who stood in the cor- 
T iaor of the Community Hos 

pital was tired. His shoulders 
sagged. His face bore the stamp 
of three-fold physical affliction. He 
had fought a good fight and was 
fighting on, with the flame of bat- 
tle in his eyes, but it had been a 
hard day. He needed rest and the 
renewal of strength that rest would 
give to arm him for another fight 
another day. 


“Come with me to my home,” he 
said, “so that I can lie down while 
we talk.” 

At his home on a wide, pleasant 
street, Dr. Michael A. Shadid, born 
on a Syrian hillside, lay on a couch 
and told the story of his long 
struggle, bitterly opposed by organ- 
ized doctors, to build on a rock 
the first co-operative hospital in 
America, and give to the people the 
boon of healing in the democratic 
way. It was the story of a frail 
and stricken man standing almost 
single-handed against great odds, 
triumphant at last, but encom- 
passed by enemies still, fighting 
them off, but so spent in the strife 
that he lay as one stricken as he 
talked. 

Life was hard for Shadid when 
he was young: There was no doc- 
tor in the little town of Judeidet 
Marj-Youn on the slope of Mount 
Lebanon. Even if there had been 
a doctor the family could not have 
had him, for they were too poor. 
So nine of Michael’s brothers and 
sisters died. ‘Then his father died. 
The boy somehow lived, wondering 
why the others couldn’t have lived 
too. There, he was betrothed as 
a boy to a new-born baby girl 
whose name was Adeeba. Many 
years afterward the troth was kept. 
Michael and Adeeba were married 
in St. Louis. : 

Much had happened, though, be- 
tween the betrothal and the wed- 
ding. ‘The boy’s mother had con- 
trived to send him to school. He 
was admitted as a charity student 
to the American University at Bei- 
rut, working during the summer 
at a foundry at a dollar a week 
to buy his books. He wanted to 
be a doetor. He weuld go to Amer- 
ica. His uncle, a priest, gave his 


blessing: “In America you can be. 


a force for either good or evil, as 
you choose. Remember the train- 
ing you have received and go in 
the way of our Lord.” 
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The enemies that Dr. Shadid has 
made sneer at him now and say 
he was a peddler of cheap jewelry 
before he became a doctor. .That 
is true, says Dr. Shadid, uh- 
ashamed. He carried his satchel 
of jewelry when he knocked at 
the door of a Texas college. In his 
hands he brought nothing else. 
They took him in. At commence- 
ment his oration on “Ambition” 
won him a gold medal. More im- 
portant in a practical way was 
the $4 shirt that he won by throw- 
ing a Texas boy in a wrestling 
match. 

In the School of Medicine at 
Washington University, St. Louis, 
he paid his way by peddling jew- 
elry and acting as a guide at the 
Jerusalem Exhibit at the World’s 
Fair. At the beginning of his sen- 
ior year he was broke, and he was 
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ill. “Shadid, you’re starving,” the 
doctor said. - But he finished 
school and received his degree and 
began his practice at Maxville, 20 
miles south of St. Louis. It was 
there that Adeeba came for the 
fulfillment of their troth. 


Word came that Oklahoma was 
the land of opportunity. So Dr. 
Shadid migrated with Adeeba and 
the baby that had come, with their 
possessions packed into two bar- 
rels tied to the back of the buggy 
in which they journeyed. In Okla- 
homa, Dr. Shadid did well but he 
was not satisfied. He had started 
his life as a doctor with high am- 
bitions. He remembered the broth- 
ers and sisters who died in Syria 
because there was no doctor. _ 


x * * 
He wanted to do something for 


-the forgotten many who, even in 


America, suffered because there 
was no place for them in the med- 
ical practice of the time. He 
wanted to do more for them than, 
in private practice; he was able to 
do. He remembered his poverty 
in Syria and his struggle to get an 
education in America. It had not 
embittered him, It had given him 
a tender heart. He brooded over 
the poor and groped for a way to 
help them, as America had helped 
him. He wanted to pay his debt. 


For 20 years he had been think- 
ing about it. Now he took stock 
of his conclusions. Preventive 
medicine was neglected. It 
couldn’t be done on a fee basis- 
So he set about to.work out some 
plan that would fit his require- 
ments and the requirements of the 
people who were his patients, his 
neighbors and his friends. 

By the summer of 1929 he had 
worked out the basic plan. It 
called for 2000 people to subscribe 
$50 each for a share of stock in 
an association to build a hospital. 
He tried to enlist other doctors. 
They all rejected the plan. He 
turned to the farmers. He out- 
lined to them a proposal for the 
founding of the Elk City Com- 
munity Health Association, A

$50 each, 

The dozen doctors of Elk City 
fought it as “unethical.” The con- 
fidence of the farmers was shaken. 
The movement lagged. There was 
$11,000 in the bank. The Okla- 
homa Farmers’ Union arranged a 
loan of $15,000. Dr, Shadid added 
$10,000 of his own, In August of 
1931 the hospital was finished. 
There was no equipment. Dr. 
Shadid moved in his own, about 
$10,000 worth. There was a for- 
mal opening, with a brush arbor 
for shade and barbecued beef for 
the 3000 who came, 

The doctors tried to have Sha- 
did’s license revoked. “Alfalfa 
Bill” Murray was Governor of 
Oklahoma then. He announced 
that if the State Board of Med- 
ical Examiners tried to take 
Shadig’s license from him they 
would be dismissed and  pros- 
ecuted for conspiracy, and that 
went for any other doctor who 
might take part in such a con- 
spiracy. 
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The Beckham County Medical 
Society disbanded. When it was 
later revived Dr. Shadid’s name 
was not on the list of members, It 
was the doctors’ perfectly ethical 
way of handing Dr. Shadid his hat. 
There was nothing that Gov, Mur- 
ray could do about that. 

Dr. Shadid, with patients from 16 
counties to serve, couldn’t get doc- 
tors. for-his. staff. No Oklahoma 
doctor dared join him. Doctors 
from other states who took the 
state medical examination were 
turned down, The only way they 
could get by was to conceal the 
fact that they planned to practice 
in Shadid’s hospital. 

For three months the hospital, 
under constant sniping, operated 
at a loss.

On Bleaching the Hair 


By Dr. Mary MacFadyen 


IRLS today rarely bleach their 
G hair to extreme blondness, But 
brightening up dull locks by 
making them a few shades lighter 
is often done, however, and. may 
greatly improve the appearance. 

The color of the hair is caused 
by pigment that is located in the 
hard cells that make up the hair 
shaft. The less coloring matter 
present in the hair, the fairer the 
hair. 

Peroxide and ammonia form the 
basis of many hair bleaches, with 
other ingredients added to modify 
their action. The ammonia helps 
soften up the hard cells of the hair 
so that bleaching can take place. 

If bleaching is carefully and cor- 
rectly done, it does no appreciable 
harm to the hair. Strong bleaches 
may irritate the scalp and make 
the hairs brittle so that they break 
off and may give a thin lifeless ap- 


pearance to the hair. 

Don’t attempt a real bleaching 
job yourself unless you're an ex- 
pert; have a good operator do it. 
When the hair grows out, have 
only the roots retouched. Going 
over the whole head with bleaches 
frequently, will make the hair un- 
naturally light and will cause brit- 
tleness. 

Artificially lightened hair may 
tend to be dry and may need the 
addition of oil to soften the hair 
and make it more pliable. You 
can give your hair a home oil 
treatment by combing in a few 
drops of castor oil or olive ‘oil. 
Wrap the head in a hot towel and 
shampoo in an hour, or wait until 
the next morning. The soap used 
on such bleached hair should not 
be too drying, but should be of the 
liquid shampoo type, mild and free 
from excess alkali,

He 
appealed to Gov. Marland, who 
decided there was nothing that he 
could do, except to have the State 
Health Commissioner make an in- 
vestigation. The commissioner ad- 
vised him t6é keep his hands off. 
It was too hot. The Farmers’ 
Union, the labor unions and the 
Veterans of Industry got into the 
fight. The co-operative forces beat 
the doctors to the draw and intro- 
duced a bill of their own author- 
izing co-operative hospitals, which 
was passed by the House by the 
vote of 73 to 16, but was permitted 
to die in the Senate. 
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In that year another attack was 
made on Dr. Shadid’s license. No- 
tice was served on him to stand 
trial. He obtained a temporary 
injunction. It was the first time 
that such a notice had ever been 
challenged. The opposition went 
to the Supreme Court for a writ 
of prohibition against Judge W. R. 
Keen, who had issued the injunc- 
tion. The prohibition writ was 
denied. The opposition waited 
four years, until Judge Keen was 
out of office then pressed the case 
before Judge T. R. Wise, his suc- 
cessor. Judge Wise disqualified 
himself. Judge Babcock was sent 
from El Reno. Two thousand 
farmers filled the courthouse at 
Sayre to back up Dr. Shadid in 
his fight to retain his license. The 
judge decided there was nw case. 

Now Dr. Shadid charges that 
his enemies are trying to close 
the hospital by having his doctors 
drafted. His dentist and one of 
his sons, Alex, have been taken. 
His oldest son and chief assistant, 
Fred, has for a year been report- 
ed as available, but the local draft 
board, by a vote of two to one, has 
been refusing to call him, on the 
ground that he is not dispensable. 
The Elk, City Chamber of Com- 
merce has adopted a resolution de- 
claring Dr. Fred Shadid essential 
to the continued operation of the 
hospital. A petition signed by 13,- 
000 asking for his deferment has 
gone to President Roosevelt. An 
investigator was sent from Wash- 
ington. 

Dr. Michael Shadid, waiting for 
a decision at Washington, says his 
son, doing the work of three men, 
cannot be replaced and that if he 
is taken the hospital will have to 
be closed, at least for the dura- 
tion. °

has in addition coronary heart dis- 
ease and osteo-arthritis of the 
spine, from an injury.

FTER six years of emulating 
A the fabulous vino vendor, 

Manny Chappell, the happy 
Hungarian, Joe Fejer, has turned 
in his sample case for his fiddle 
case and is serenading the supper 
set at the Penthouse Club on Cen 
tral Park South.

T first shyly, but now more 
A 2x more openly, even braz- 

enly, so their wives say, hun- 
dreds of amateur chefs are spring- 
ing up among the husbands of this 
land of the free, and in many a 
case, this is lifting a sad load 
from the shoulders of over-worked 
wives. And what is more, the 
dishes which the men folks can 
and do prepare are often real 
culinary triumphs. 


For over a year, one group of 
four couples has been carrying on 
every Thursday night, rotating 
from one home to the next, with 
each husband cooking for eight 
persons. 
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Last Thursday this particular 
club was served with a huge 
stuffed cabbage, the grand prize 
of a victory garden—and what 
a dish it proved to be. The 
menu, complete, consisted of: 


Shrimp Cocktails 
Stuffed Cabbage with Baked 
Potatoes 
Waldorf Salad Cheese and 
Coffee 
RR: = 


STUFFED CABBAGE, to those 
who do not know the dish, is sure 
to be a pleasant surprise. There 
is something generous and whole- 
some and soul satisfying about 
this gigantic morsel. All that is 
needed is a cabbage of real pro- 
portions, but even that can be 
handled by using two cabbages 
instead of one and combining the 
two to make the one stuffed head 


To make this mammoth of the 
dining room table and make it 
big enough for eight servings, we 
consider first the stuffing. Two 
pounds of pure pork chopped fine. 
With the meat at hand, take four 
slices of stale bread and soak in 
milk for a few minutes. Squeeze 
out the milk and break the bread 
into crumbs. Now, in a little 
bacon fat, cook without browning 
. half a cup of chopped onion. Now 
mix the sausage meat, bread and 
onion together with two are three 
beaten eggs and plenty of chopped 


parsiey. Season with salt and 
pepper and mix well. This is the 
stuffing. 
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Meantime, take your cabbage 
and parboil it—making sure the 
leaves become soft and pliable. 
You may do this by breaking 
the head into individual leaves 
and parboiling them in that way. 
If your cabbage is too small, use 
two cabbages. 
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NOW FORM YOUR MEAT into 
one huge ball and then pack cab- 
bage leaves around it, as you 
would build up a baseball, Pack 
cabbage leaves on to the thickness 
of at least an inch—more if you 
like. When the bal] is big enough, 
then tie it up in a napkin so it 
will hold its shape. It is now ready 
for final cooking. 


This cooking may be done in a 
large casserole or in a deep ket- 
tle, with a lid. Butter the inside 
of the dish and place the wrapped 
up cabbage in -it. Then cover with 
bouillon or broth. This may be 
made if necessary out of hot water 
and bouillon cubes. 
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Simmer siowly for an hour 
and a half to two hours or until 
the cabbage leaves are entirely 
tender. If yo do not wish to 
wrap the hall in a napkin, tie 
it well with twine. But make 
sure it is well made and holds 
together. 


When finished, remove nap- 
kin or twine, placing the ball 
on a huge platter and then cut- 
ting out segments, to serve.

If the huge single bal] seems too 
immense, it is entirely possible to 
make tiny balis, using just sin- 
kie leaves of parboiled cabbage, 
filling with just a spoonful of 
stuffing, folding and pinning and 
then cooking in bouillon, But there 
is something so massive and ro- 
bust about the great single ball 
that the effect is fine psycho- 
logically. There is about it such 
an atmosphere of well being and 
plenty. As a tribute to a man’s 
victory garden, it is unbeatable. 


This dinner seems to call for 
bottled beer, if it can be found 
but other beverages may be iced 
tea or iced coffee with the main 
course and, of course, black cof- 
fee with the cheese.

DISH OF THE DAY: In a fam- 
fivy of Danish dairy people in Cali- 
fornia, I ran into this appetizing 
way of cooking chopped beef: 

The beef is chopped — not 
ground. Nor this one needs a couple 
of handy cleavers, or the butcher 
will do it. But don’t let him use 
the grinder. Make this into pat- 
ties, figuring about four per 
pound of meat, Dip lightly in flour 
and then fry quickly in butter— 
and not .00 well done. Remove 
the patties to a hot platter and 
then, but not until then, add salt 
and pepper. Set the platter to keep 
warm, 

Now, in the fat which remains 
in the pan place four medium 
onions sliced for each pound of 
chopped meat. Over the onions 
pour a couple of cups of broth or 
hot water and cook quickly for 
about five minutes. Thicken the 
liquid with a little flour and but- 
ter mixture and pour this dress- 
ing over the patties and serve. 
Cottage fried potatoes are extra 
good with this and pickled beets 
provide an excellent salad.

Programs Recorded 


On Thin Steel Wire. 


IXTY-SIX minutes of continu- 
S ous speech can be recorded on 

11,500 feet of hair-like steel 
wire on a spool no larger than the 
ordinary doughnut, in a new type 
of wire sound.recorder being built 
by General Electric. Engineers 
are redesigning the apparatus so 


that it can be manufactured by 
mass production for the Army and 
Navy. 

The recorder has many wartime 
uses, but perhaps none more im- 
portant than in observation planes. 
Instead of using the customary 
pad and pencil for making notes 
of what they see on scouting trips, 
pilots will be able to dictate into 
a small microphone as an office 
executive uses a dictaphone. In- 
stead of the observer’s words being 
recorded on a wax cylinder they 
are recorded magnetically on wire 
*? | which is only four one-thousandths 
of an inch in diameter, 


Unlike a wax cylinder, which is 
breakable, the wire does not wear 
out, As many as 100,000 reproduc- 
tions have failed to alter its qual- 
ity. When there is no longer any 
use for recording the speech can 
be “wiped off” magnetically and 
the wire is as good as new for 
future recordings.

FUNAFUTI, Ellice Islands, Sept. 15 (via air mail)—On Funafuti 
heroism has raised itself in many formas. 

When Japanese bombs aimed for our Army’s B-24s based on the 
airfield here, screaming down over this palm-bordered atoll through 
skies bathed with moonlight, a 22-year-old Marine, Howard Barling, 
jumped from his M-shaped foxhole. Barling, a former General Motors 
timekeeper in Pontiac, Mich., had dug the foxhole, with his fellow 


Dumont, N. J., who gave his life 
for his Marine buddy. 

In the Summer heat, a squad of 
Marines was unloading foodstuffs 
from the suffocating hold of a ship 
anchored in the lagoon. Suddenly 
men began to fall, overcome by 


Horvath, within the hold, top- 
pled over and King, seeing him 
overcome by the fumes, had him- 
self lowered to save his pal. Then 
King, too, was overcome. Before 
the bulwarks could be opened and 
air admitted, eight Marines lay un- 
conscious.

Recently a British cor- 


respondent was expecting the arriyal of a new housekeeper—a -young 
woman from the provinces. At noon she notified him that she could 
not come because she had just received word of the death of her 


husband. Only a short time before, she had lost her father.

Recently a Moscow newspaper 
printed a Washington announce- 
ment of American casualties. 
“Your people, too, are beginning to 
know what war means,” said a 
middle-aged school teacher, whose 
two young sons will never return 
home. 

“Heaven forbid that they know 
death as we know it. The Ameri- 
cans lost probably 20,000 lives, but 
we've lost probably 20 million lives, 


mostly, of course, among civilians 
in occupied lands.” 

Only now, when the Red Army 
is liberating these lands, are the 
Russians realizing the appalling 
savageries the Germans have 
heaped on Russian civilians. 


Key to Russian View. 


These casualties are the key to 
Russia’s state of mind—to the Rus- 
sians’ irritation with the Allies be- 
cause of the lack of what the Rus- 
sians call a second front, fighting 
on a scale which would compel 
Hitler to withdraw from Russia 
about 60 divisions. 

The formation of the National 
Committee to Free Germany and 
the Union of German Officers is 
pregnant with purpose. Misgivings 
whick the outside world, particu- 
arly the United States, might have 
felt on the announcement of for- 
mation of the German committee 
—because of its political complex- 
ion—must be allayed or dissipated, 
at least for the present. 

The head of the German officers’ 
union is a Prussian Junker with 
not a vestige of leftism attached to 
his name, his person, his career 
and, so far as is known, to his 
ideology. The presence of the Rev. 
Yohannes Shroeder, a Lutheran 
minister, and the Rev. Joseph 
Kaiser, a Catholic priest, and a 
sprinkling of leaders of Hitler’s 8. 
S. (Elite Guard) troops, including 
the commander of a tank regiment 
of the Death Head Division, rein- 
forces my impression of the con- 
servative makeup of the new or- 
ganization. 


Crack in Nazi Morale. 


Correspondents here have been 
unable to establish the least leftist 
association among any of the 95 
officers who signed the appeal to 
the German Army and the German 
people to revolt.

The origin and social position of 
the leaders and men now in revolt 
against Hitler dramatizes only too 
obviously the crack in German 
morale. The fact that this crack 
is first becoming manifest among 
German officers in Russian prison 
camps adds significance to this 
breakdown of morale. 

Futhermore, neither in the 
newspaper headlines nor in the 
full text of the appeal of these 
officers to the German Army and 
the German people can one dis- 
cover a single word which, directly 
or indirectly, intimates any politi- 
cal commitment on the part of the 
Soviet Government.

about 800 German prisoners of war have been working this fall 
in canning plants of Indiana, one of the foremost states‘in this industry. 
The prisoners are under constant guard of United States soldiers, and 
their work does not involve any handling of food in the actual canning 
process. They live in temporary camps near the plants where they 


work, and have their own cooks. Their labor is done under the con- 
tract system. For their services the contractor pays the Government 
the prevailing rate for such work in the locality, and of this payment 
the prisoners receive 80 cents a seven-hour day. Part of their wages— 
not more than half—is given to them in the form of coupons with which 
wow Pay buy things at their post exchange; 40 cents a day or more is 
withheld by the Government to be turned over to them when their cap- 


tivity is ended. The prisoners pictured on this page are among the 200 
who have been working at the main plant of the Morgan Packing Com- 
pany, at Austin, Indiana, said to be the largest plant of the kind in the 
country. Its principal products are tomato juice, tomato puree and 
catsup.
